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A Challenge to Lord Beaverbrook. 


It is manifest that Lord BEAVEREROOK who is in Palestine, 
has not had time to answer the challenge made to him in yesterday's 
Jewish World in respect to an observation ventured in the 
course ofa speech he delivered in Jerusalem tothe Connci! of Arabs 
there. We reprint the speech in full, as it appeared in Lord 
BEAVERBROOK’sS paper, the Daily Express, of Wednesday last. It 
will be seen that his Lordship wae engaged in the eminently 
loyal and patriotic task of exacerbating the difficult situation pre- 
sented to the British Administration in the country. He encouraged 
the Arabs in their revolt against the policy which Great Britain is 
Carrying out, and which was initiated by the League of Nations. 
Upon the announcement that Lord BEAVERBROOK intended to 
visit Palestine, the suggestion was made that Sir HERBERT SAMUEL 
would, in a sense, having regard to his Lordship’s past record of mis- 
chievousness in stirring up Arab ill-feeling, be justified in refus- 
ing him admittance, as an undesirable immigrant. The Hien 
COMMISSIONER, it was pointed out, has prevented their landing in 
the case of other immigrants of more humble circumstances of life, 
if he thought their presence was likely to cause trouble, and there 
was every reason to believe Lord BEAVERBROOK’s would. The Daily 
Express pretended that the suggestion was a joke. That is a very 
well known way of parrying an unpleasantly logical proposition. 
But the justification for what was urged is surely to be found in the 
speech of Lord BEAVERBROOK. No Bolshevist who has managed 
to get into Palestine and there to air his nauseating views, has 
propagated more ill-will among the Palestinian population than 
Lord BEAVERBROOK must have by the speech to which we allude. We 
should be sorry to attribute the Arab outbreak this week in 
Jerusalem to Lord BEAVERBROOK’S incitement, but it is at least an 
Ominous coincidence. The pointin his remarks, however, upon which 
he has been challenged concerns the community in this country 
very deeply indeed, apart from any interest it feels in the future of 
Palestine. Lord BEAVERBROOK, who wishes the public to believe 
that his violent anti-Zionism is really pro-Semitic, or rather pro- 
me made the following extraordinary statement to the Arabs, 

said: 
For myself, | am a convinced opponent and enemy of 
Zionism. I believe Lord Balfour made a mistake. In order 
to prove that this is not an anti-Semitic movement, I may 


tell you I was first asked to oppose Zionism by a committee 
of British Jews. 


Now the Jewish World has called upon Lord BEAVEREROOK to give | 
the name of the “ committee of British Jews” that approached him, of 
the persons of whom it was composed or, at least, of the persons who 
urged him to engage himself in a violent campaign against the 
British Government's Zionist policy. It will be interesting to see 
what happens. If Lord BEAVERBROOK refuses the information 
that is challenged of him, the public will know what reliance 
to place upon the statement he made. If, on the other hand, he 
justifies his remarkable pronouncement as, as a man of honour 
and a member of a body which recognises the obligations 
of noblesse oblige, he surely ought to, then the community will be 
made aware of those who have behaved as he alleges, a committee 
of British Jews’ has towards its coreligionists. For our part we 
are bound to add that we refuse to believe, certainly we cannot 
upon his mere statement, that Lord BEAVERBROOK told the Arab 
Delegation the truth of the matter. 


The Palestine Foundation Fund. 


Tuts fund, popularly known as the Keren Hayesod, now exceeds 
the large sum of three-quarters of a million sterling. To have 
gathered in that amount since the foundation of the fund 
forms something more than a great achievement. It gives 
evidence of the deep-laid enthusiasm which pervades the 
Jewish people in the work of the upbuilding of the Land of 
Israel. To pretend that this money has been collected without 
difficulties and without set backs were not alone misleading but 
depreciatory of the fine work that has been accomplished. We are 
convinced that if the British Government had abided by the 
implications of the Balfour Declaration and the terms of the Mandate, 
an even larger amount would by now have accrued. We are certain 
that many who are not full fledged Zionists would have added their 
quota to the Fund, but for discouragement in the direction to which 
we have alluded. It is to be hoped that they will learn to follow the 
example of earnest and convinced Zionists who naturally form 
the bulk of those who have hitherto contributed to the Fund. 
They have shown that if the British Government has gone 
back of its promise, the Jewish People ‘or the only section of 
it that in this matter counts) have determined to be true 
to their obligations. A great “drive,” as it is termed in America, 
is to be undertaken in England for the Fund during Passover 
week. It is a splendid opportunity for Jews who recognise their 
duty, both to their own people and to the English citizenship of 
which they are rightly proud, to secure for that campaign a brilliant 
success. It is evident that upon the material sacrifices which Jews 
are willing to make in filling the coffers of the Keren Hayesod depends 
ultimately the Jewish future of Palestine. The fund is called a 
Foundation Fund and it is thattruly although, it occurs to us, its real 
importance is not fully conveyed by itsname, Itissomething more than 
a Palestine Foundation Fund. It is a fund forthe foundation of our 
National being in Palestine, for it is obvious that this cannot be 
accomplished without large accessions of Jews in the country, while 
that in turn cannot be without vast financial resources. It is 
not merely that the immigrants require assisted settlement. It 
is because public work has to be done, which will give employ- 
ment in Palestine to the newcomers and, at the same time, afford 
much-needed development to the country. Thus, three quarters of 
a million, large as it is, is stillasa drop inthe ocean. Many millions 
are required. We are sure that the Jewish people is able to supply 
them, if the spirit—the right spirit— is with it. No _ better 
answer than a swollen Keren Hayesod could be given to the enemies 
of the Movement, both within and without Jewry. It would 
afford to the sacred enterprise an irresistible power, not merely 
financial but moral too; for it would prove that the claim of 
the Jew to the Land of Israel is based upon something more 
solid than even sentiment or tradition. It would be an exemplifi- 
cation of the need, the urgent pressing need, growing more urgent 
and pressing day by day, for our National being and would show 
that the true Jewish spirit despite all and in face of all, hae not 
departed from among our people. 


Cheltenham College. 


THE statement which we publish this week detailing the situation 
that has arisen in connection with the Jewish House at Cheltenham 
College, together with the correspondence that has passed between 
the College Authorities and the Jewish House Master, Mr. D. L. 
Lipson, shows a good deal more than the precise difficulty 
that has occurred. The whole incident bears a potent lesson— 
perhaps more than one potent lesson—for Jews who have for so 
long deluded themselves with the comfortable conclusion that the 
so-called Jewish emancipatory legislation of last century- 
created a real equality and set up an absolute non-differentiat 
tion between Jews and non-Jews in this country. The battle of 
emancipation was fought for nothing more precious than 
for the right: of Jewish citizens to partake, indifferently with 
non-Jewish, of the educational opportunities which the country 
have afforded. The futility of this ideal should long ago have 
been apparent, even though it exhibited itself only for the most 
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art in the depreciation of the education afforded to Jews, by their 


gnoring the worth of true Jewish education in favour of an educa. | 


ion devised for Christian, or at least non-Jewish, purposes, But 
vith the vast majority, the incident that has occurred in Cheltenham 
vill probably be the first rude awakening. For the reason that 
. he disintegration and decadence suffered by Jews in. respect 
, o their education have not worried them. They have regarded 
hem as of no account, when compared with. the privilege they 
mnjoyed of having their children educated in exclusive. schools 
ind colleges, so that their upbringing might be identical with 
hat of long-lineaged Englishmen. Some, however, felt the glaring 
nvidiousness of allowing Jewish children to be educated in 
tircumstances that necessarily involved their breaking the Sabbath, 
vaying no heed to Festivals and Holy Days and taking part, 
n some cases, in Christian theological instruction and, in many 
nore, regular attendance at Church or Chapel week by week. So 
ihe Jewish House was devised, It, at least, shielded the children 
ittending public schools from much of the unpleasantness: meted 
yut to Jewish pupils by Christian school-fellows, and shielded 
jhem, too, from the breach of Jewish laws and observances 

ind the adoption of Christian practice. Three of such houses 

were established. The one at Harrow was a_ failure. 

That at Clifton remains, and the one at Cheltenham is now soon to 

»e no more. The position, however, taken up by the OCheltenbam 
.uthorities is, in our view, unanswerable. A college designed for 
2ducating Christians ought to include Christian pupils only. We 
Tews should be the last to cavil at any educational bedy desiring to 
base itself upon the religion to which it holds allegiance; and the 
Cheltenham College and Headmaster seem to us to have come to a 
very reasonable conclusion in their determination to regard their 
School as a Christian School in which, hence, there is no 
rational place for Jews. But it occurs to us that they have 
shown themselyes very inconsistent in suggesting to Mr. 
_ Lipson, while expressing the views they have, that he should 

continue his Jewish House for another ten years. Still 
more it seems have they been so, in inviting Jewish parents to. send 
their children to the College where, notwithstanding their Coristian 
education, they would carry the Jewish influence which the 
authorities find so disadvantageous from the Christian point of 
view, and upon which ground they object to the Jowish boys 
now attending their College. On the other hand, the course thag 
Mr, Lipson has taken is, as we have previously said, manifestly the 
only one open to a man possessed of any self-respect, either as a 
| Jew oras an educationist. There is no need for us to labour the point. 

Mr. Lipson's own letters.to the College authorities, now published, 
place his case clearly and we feel, beyond question. Itis obviousthat 


what the Jewish Chronicle has urged for so long will have to be - 


brought about. We need, and have needed for years, a Jewish Public 
School in this country and there is infinitely more reason why Jews 
should establish one. than Catholics or Quakers who never think 
of bringing up their children in Secondary Schools provided 
for the purposes of another denomination. Mr. Lirson has deter- 
mined to transform Corinth House into a Jewish School on 
public lines. He should go further, and endeavour to. estab. 
lish Corinth House as a public Jewish school with a 
Directorate drawa from leading men in the community interested 
in Jewish education. In any case, we hope that his fine 
and manly stand will receive the eordial support of the parents of 
those children who are now at his House. It would be a sad and 
bitter thing if even one boy were, in the circumstances,. trans- 
ferred to a Christian House, so as to remain a pupil. of the

Joint Press Committee. 


It is to be hoped that the proposal to be laid before the Deputies 
at their meeting on Sunday for the dissolution of the present Joint 
Press Committee, and its substitution by a committee representative 
only of the Deputies, will not find any considerable support.

Humbug of “Humane Slaughter.” 


By MenrTor. 


HERE is, it occurs to me, a vast deal of cant about the 

» agitation for what is termed “humane slaughter.” Just 

as, 60 I am convinced, a great deal of the protest against 

the Jewish method of killing is inspired by anti-Jewish 
sentiment, -For the most part I concede that the sentiment is 
subconscious. It works in this way. A person is impressed: with 
the ribald nonsense taught about Jews to non-Jews in their youth, 
The alleged responsibility of Jews for the crime of the crucifixion, 
for instance, is impressed upon the mind. of the child, as if it were 
an uodeniable fact, and the Jew comes thus to be thought of as 
cruel. The rapacity charged against Jews, frequently by those who 
would spurn being deemed anti-Semitic, and who | am sure would 
declare that they have Jews among their best friends, accentuates 
the idea of the Jew’s cruelty. And so when an animal is being 
slaughtered for the purposes of Jewish food, and the beast’s suffer- 
ings are judged from its muscular twitchings, or other reflex action, 
all the stories and legends and ideas of the Jew’'s cruelty pumped 
into receptive childhood bubble up and create the impression that 
the Jewish method of despatching animals is cruel. But cruelty in 
slaughtering is, in any case, a matter of degree and I imagine that 
the amount of. pain inflicted. upon an animal by the Jewish method 
is, on.the whole,somewhbat less than that to which it is subjected by 
any other process. To talk, however, of bumane slaughtering is 
nonsense. It is worse; itiebumbug. “ Humane” and “ slaughter- 
ing” ave self-contradictory terms. They cross out each other. If 
you would have humaneness, you cannot have slaughtering. If 
you would have slaughtering, humaneness is practically impossible. 


Animal Reasoning. 


The agitation for “humane slaughtering” has always puzzled 
me. In the main just now it is a plea for the employment of a 
mechanical device for stunning animals before a lethal wound is 
dealt them. It is argued that thereby the animal is rendered void of 
the consciousness of pain and ean be bled to death without recovering 
sensibility. Whether the so-called “humane killer” effectually 
compasses what it is designed for, or whether in the process 
of rendering the animal unconscious there is not grave 
danger of rendering the person employing it conscious of its 
injuring: capacity, ie an open question. But I am amused at the 
manner in which these agitators for humane treatment of animals 
ride off with an air of supreme self-satisfaction when they have 
shot the bolt of their “humane killer.” To be sure, they are 
commendably filled with the hatred of anything like cruelty to 
animals, and a desire to save animals pain. But bow woefully they 
are, in all probability, mistaken! What true kindness can there be 
to animals—true, real, genuine kinduess, which involves love of 
them and is of the essence of humaneness—in sending a creature to 
its death for the mere gratification of one’s own appetite? To prate 
about humaneness to animals, which is limited by the desires of the 
stomach, strikes me as ridiculous. For my part | prefer not to 
prate while I know I am having them killed to satisfy my animal 
propensities. For the mere act of killing is not all that is involved 
There are preliminaries. 


Now the amount of reasoning power in any animal is, of 
course, an unknown quantity. My own regard for animals is 
such, that | am induced to believe that it is infinitely larger 
than people usually think. -In our conceit born of non-knowledge— 
for man is conesited: about nothing so much as that of which he 
is ignorant—we attribute te-the animal kingdom merely instinct. 
Cau we be quite sure that-dumb, brates have no power of reasoning, 
no capacity of ratiocination? Can we be quite certain that the 
animal taken to slaughter is moti\aware of bis coming doom? Can 
we be positive that other animals with whom he has herded, or say 
animals to whom he is related, are not conscious of, his fate and 
are incapable of anticipating a like fate for themselves, if they 
happen to be within reach of the butcher's slaughtering apparatus ? 
We have, all of us, surely——L have I.know—known some animals far 
more intelligent and, assuredly, with much better character thansome 
human beings. How absurd, then, for these “humane” people to 
couclude that their duty to animals and their obligation of kindli- 
ness to the brute creation are involved only in the precise method 
with which animals are despatched, and that if that method be as 
free from pain as is humanly possible, then the slaughtering is 
humane slaughtering. No one.«can be sure that the mere 
act of doing an animal to death, even though no pain is 
occasioned by the exact method whereby the animal is killed, 
is not in itself. inhumane, either to the animal which is the 
victim of man’s appetite and which ie forced to the agony of 
anticipated death, to other animals that. may possibly grieve 
at the death of one of their kind (as do human beings), or that may 
be filled with agony at the thought of what they know is their 
impending doam, This idea is not so fantastical, I submit, as may 


and comfortably—without meat of any kind. 


appear at first sight. Witness. the terror which suffuses an anims 


a8 it is driven past a buteher’s shop and the effect upon it of th 


smell of blood. 
Kindness or Craelty ? 


But I can imagine these “ humane slaughter" .people sayin; 
surely since animals have to be killed for the purpose of food, we ar 
entitled to speak of humane killing when we meaa that the despatch 
ing ia done as gently, as painlessly and in as kindly.a manner as poe 
sible. Well, this seems to me not so much the exercise of humanencs 
as the indulging of the quintessence of cruelty. Speaking for mysell 
if I were doomed to execution, the fact that I had the-near prospec 
of being put to death by violence would, I think, distress, vex an 
worry me very much less than any tender benignity. that might b: 
shown to me on the part of the executioner, or on that of those wh: 
were keeping me fast bound, so as to render it certain that I shouk 
be there when the moment for his fatal attentions arrived, Whil: 
the man who came to slabber about my soul, while aiding an 
abetting, even passively, those who were bent on destroying my, 
body, would, I believe, arouse my passionate resentment as addin, 
insuli to my immortal spirit to the destined injury reserved fo). 
my mortal person. My ultimate fate | can conceive my bowing tc 
as untoward destiny.and the inevitable. The floceulent prepara 
tions for it would gall me as vulgarly inconsistent. How equally 
dissident and thus equally barbaric then, is the nice care exercised 
in preparing an animal for slaughter, when compared with the 
inhumaneness of the slaughtering itself. This has always struck 
me, when I have read of the inventions that have been contrived 
so as to let the animal down easily, as part of the Jewish method 
of slaughter. It always reminds me of the anxiety of a felon L once 
read about, to despatch his victims comfortably. He liked to put them 
out of the miseries of this world on a feather bed or a luxurious 
spring matress. He believed, you see, in “ Humane Slaughter.” 


Inconsistencies of “ Hamaneness.” | 
The fact of the matter is that, as a correspondent, evidently an. 
expert, suggested in aletter to last week's Jewish Chronicle, if the eat- 
ing of animal fiesh is deemed a necessity, then it is passing fudge—it' 
is hypocritical humbug and cant—to worry about a second or two 
more or less of pain occasioned to the animal in procuring it. I should 
be far from saying that the consumption of flesh food is not a buman 
necessity, and I should be equally far from saying that itis. There 
are thousands upon thousands of people who live—and live well 
There are many more 
thousands who declare that they could not exist without meat, and 
I will be bound to say that among them there are many thousands 
who would be infinitely better in health if, instead of consaming | 
the meat they do, they consumed none. [A note, this, for Jews 
who are particularly prone to physical troubles that are greatly 
exacerbated by their meat diet. Another note: What a lot of | 
trouble would be saved to Jews if there were no call for Shechita !] 
All that, however, by the way. The point upon which I.desire— 
to insist is that if it is once agreed that meat is a necessary 
article of diet, then assuredly in the slaughtering of animals, since | 
we cannot eliminate from the practice inhumaneness to them, the 
first consideration should be-given not to “ humane slaughter,” 
which is, umattainable, but to the safety and well-being of those 
procuring this human necessity. Next, consideration should be 
given to the procuring of the food in the condition most likely to 
be beneficial to the consumer, and after those essentials are 
satistied, then to procuring it with the least possible cruelty to 
the animal. And in paying regard to. the:safety ofthe individual 
slaughtering the animal for food, a very large measure of concern 


should be given to the moral effect involved in the operation. I | 
refer to the brutalising of human beings which is..bound te result | 


from slaying an animal with .unnecessary violence.

THE HUMBUG OF *‘ HUMANE SLAUGHTER,”

But the agitators for what they are pleased to call “humane 
slaughtering’ entirely reverse the order.. They think, first and 
foremost, of saving the animal every ounce of pain in its 
being killed. They think nothing of the pain they may cause it by 
the preliminaries to killing or how, as I have said, that pain 
may be wrought to the exquisite by the very care shown 
for the animal that is about to be done to death. For 
who shall say that human beings are alone in their revulsion 
to inconsistency? Who shall say that animals are incapable of 
resentment at the cold, calm, calculated killing of them and 
particularly at that about which the perpetrators salve their con- 
sciences, when they commit what is necessarily the inhumane act 
of depriving a sentient being of life, by thought of the finnicking care 
they take to save a little paininthe process. Just one other thought 
occurs to me: why all this anxiety about the torture that may be 
incurred in the act of the killing of animals when we hear nothing 
about the agony that is endured without much protest by the 
methods adopted for the killing of birds? Anything more agonising 
{should imagine than to be put to death by a twisting of the neck, 
which allows the “patient’’ to run about in evident excruciation 
for some minutes, it is difficult to think of. 


With profound respect for the good intentions of the people who 


are shouting—and shrieking—for “humane slaughter,” I offer these 
observations. If these good folk would but remove the blinkers 
through which they so frequently envisage the subject, and look af 
it frankly and fearlessly, reasonably and consistently, they would see, 
as Iam impelled to say I see, the humbug of demanding humaneness, 
when the humaneness demanded comprises as a main feature the 
inhumane act of doing an animal to death to satisfy the gustatory 
proclivities of the one by or for whom it is killed.

the brain may receive a sufficient blood supply by the vertebral arterial 
system to stave off instantaneous unconsciousness. In this connection I 
would draw attention to the experiments conducted by Dr. 8. Lieben, of 
_ the Veterinary Institute of the German University, Prague, on cerebral 


blood pressure following slaughtering by the Jewish and other methods. 
By manometric measurements he proved that the decline of cerebral 
blood pressure was so great and so sudden as to preclude any persistence 
of consciousness, and he particularly condemns the slaughtering of 
animals in a perpendicular position, which prevents the collapse of 
cerebral pressure and thereby the immediate production of unconscious. 
ness. Dr. Lieben found that in the requirements of Shechita the 
conditions were provided for the immediate anemia of the cerebral 
vessels, and thereby the postulate for the entry of immediate and total 


anoonsciousness.

Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, who presided, opened the proceedings 
with an address on Bialik and the quality of his poetry. In the course of 
his remarks he said that he regarded Chaim Nahum Bialik as the 
greatest literary Jew of the present time and of many generations past. 
Bialik had a great Hebrew mind anda large Jewish heart. There had 
not been such a combination of heart and mind in a creative Jew since 
R, Jebuda Halevi. Bialik was the most adequate expression of the living 
Jewish people. He had penetrated the Jewish past and the present. 
His love for his people was immeasurably great. The whole Jewish 
past was reflected in his style. To understajd Bialik one must be 
a Hebrew scholar and a deeply feeling Jew, and one must perhaps 
have lived in predominatingly Jewish surr| ndings. Bialik wrote 
with his arm round his nation. The two great gifts which God had 
given to the present generation of Jews were Bialik and the Zionist 
Movement. Bialik found old Hebrew phrases which he fashioned 
anew because great classical thoughts lived in him, and, in escaping from 
his mind, they flew back into their old receptacles. Bialik was another 
proof of the continuity of the Jewish people. Sparks of the souls of 
Isaiah, Jeremiah, R. Akiba, R. Jehuda Halevi, the Vilna Gaon, and R. 
Hirsch Leib, of the Wolozin Yeshiba, where he studied, formed the 
soul of Bialik. Dr. Daiches quoted many of Bialik’s poems as an illustra- 
tion of the poet’s boundless love for his people, and also referred to his 
nature poetry as exemplified in numerous of his poems. That Bialik was 
also a great scholar was shown by the remarkable quality of his “Sifre 
Agadah.” In conclusion, Dr. Daiches said: “ We thank God that He has 
given us Chayim Nachman Bialik.” (Applause.) 

An address was also given, in Hebrew, by Mr. Isidore Wartski, B.A. 
The Rev. H. Meyerowitsch, the Misses Schalit, Syder, Giinzburg, and 
Grundstein, and Mr. Bakshtansky contributed musical items. .

Proposed Press Committee Publication, 
From Mr. Henry Kronman. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,—I crave the indulgence of your space in orderto give my whole- 
hearted support to the suggestion put forward by the Joint Press 
Committee of the Deputies to issue brochures concerning Jews and 
their activities for the special edification of our Gentile neighbours, and 
I do so, not by a hypothetical hope of good results, as by my own 
personal and practical experience. 

For over twenty years we were the only Jewish family for many 
miles around, and Ethe only Jewish boy in the various schools where I 
was edneated, and I can honestly state that I do pot recall any anti-Jewish 
remark passed in my hearing during that long period of time. This, in 
spite of our home being conducted in @ strictly orthodox manner. In 
point of fact, our Gentile neighbours were always intensely interested to 
learn all about ourselves and the significance of the various Festivals, 
They looked forward to receiving their quota of Matzoth on Passover. 

At school, when requesting leave of absence for religious reasons, my 
headmaster usually made me tell my schoolmates details of our very 
interesting ceremonies, and thus, in a small measure, we were able to 
diffuse Jewish knowledge amongst our frievds and break down the 
barrier of iguorance which only too often separates the Jew from the 
Gentile, and I repeat that the relationship which existed between my 
family and the people of the locality was of a most cordial nature. 

How often in recent years, during my travels, have I heard anti- 
Semitic remark’ passed, whan I have immediately provoked an argument 
with the person concerned? Then, whet ame *°o tell them of the 
numerous and wonderful ceremonies, with their corresponding teflnences 
upon the Jewish heart and mind, it has been proved conclusivély that 
such remarks were due to sheer ignorance of what a Jew réally stands 
for, and the discussion has usually terminated with the remark, “ Well 
I never*knew that Jews were like that,”

ANNUAL MEETING. 


Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH, LL.B., presided last Sanday at the annua 
meeting of the Chevra Kudisha, which was held in the Committee Room 
of the 8t-. donn’s Wood Synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN said that that district was particularly associated with 

the Chevea because of the work of the late Mr. Asher I. Myers, who had been 
the real founder of the Chevra Kadisha in London. There had never been 
any jealousy between the Burial Society of the United Synagogue and 
the voluntary lay workers. Unfortunately theemploymentotfacierk had not 
produced any greater results than when the work was done voluntarily, 
and they might bave to recur to the previous system. He referred to a 
letter which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of the previous week from 
a resident in the Royal Palace Hotel, Kensington, who bewailed the 
heavy imposts levied on him and on others through the charges 
made by the Burial Society. There was an all-sufficient answer to 
this—the charges were made not for particular services to indi- 
viduals, but for service to the whole community. Gratuitous funerals and 
places in the cemeteries were supplied by the Burial Society to the poor, 
in the name and interests of the community, from the income derived 
from those who were able to pay. Many people who lived round about 
the Royal Palace Hotel were not life members, but death members of the 
\Jnited Synagogue. They became associated with the synagogue only 
when the flaal tie asserted itself. That was a time when some-help 
might fairly be required from those who during their lives had: been 
unable, or bad not been called upon, to help commanal institutioua: Hoe 
lamented the inadequate results from their own members and adminis- 
trators, and regretted the considerable falling off from year to year in 
their work. Hereadalistof notilications and attendancesin various quarters, 
and drew the inference that lay administrators were able to do better work 
thanclerical. Olerical administrators had many calls.upon their.time, 
and perbaps it was unfair to expect the same results from them. 
He thanked the Administrators for their work, particularly. Mr. 
Rosenbaum, Mr. Mundy, Mrs. Bichler, Mra. Bull, and Mr. Gompe).. Bifty- 
tive notifications bad been sent out by their clerk, of which thirty-three 
had been attended. He hoped that an effort would be made for a larger 
proportion of attendances next year. 

The report was_adopted. 

Mr. FP. 8. SPIERS. the Treasurer, presented the accounts, showing an 
increased deficit. The total expenditure came to about £28, of whieh 
424 was accounted for by the cost of notifications. The income was 
under £23, and there was a deficit of nearly £83. He made an appeal for 
subscriptions and oecasional donations. The Benevolent Fund showed a 
credit balance of £29, but they bad had to draw on it agaiust the defloit 
in the general account. He moved the adoption of the accounts, which 
was seconded by Mr. M. Rosenberg, and carried. 

On the motion of Mr. FELSENSTEIN, seconded by Mr. WILSON, it was 
decided that the services of the clerk be dispensed with, and that the 
officers of the Board be asked to take over the work for one year. 

Thanks were accorded the Hon. Officers of the congregation for the 
use of the committee room, and to the Ministers for officiating at the 
service which was te follow. The Hon Officers and Committee were re- 
elected en Lioe on the motion of Mr. FELSENSTEIN, seconded by Mrs. 
BUCHLER. 

At the conclusion of the meeting a special service, conducted by the 
ev. G. Prince, was held in the synagogue. The Rev. H. lL. Price 
delivered the address. He showed from the records in the Treatise of 
the Talmud Voed Katan the extent to which Jews had recognised from 
time immemorial that the living owed reverence to the departed, and 


should pay the tributes of respect while still their mortal remains were 


among them. Rightly did the association existing in so many a Jewish 
cemmunity call itself the Chevra Kadisha, the organisation with a boly 
object, when that object was a personal service of unselfish love, tbe 
personal performance of the last tender and reverent attention which it 
was possible to pay to the remains of the departed. One of the worst 
features of the present day was its materialism, its fevered craving after 
the delights of the senses. How saving and restraining the reminder 
that for every one, without exception, the time would soon come when 
all tbe restless desires, all the pompous self-importance, all trials and 
cares, would be covered up under two letters, ‘5'5D, “ Here lies.” ‘The 
preacher urged his hearers to persevere in their pious labours, and 
invoked the blessing of God on their truly Jewish and holy work.

Our object in addressing you is to foous public opinion on the 
question, and we invite communications from any persons or organisations 
that may be interested. lt will be for the conference to examine the 
various waysin which the dificulity may be wet, and it would be premature 
to adumbrate suggestions here, but any assistance which members of the 
community may be prepared to offer would be welcomed. We trust that 
it may not be long before. the community has a.meeting-place worthy of

Mr. Harris states: “Mr. J. E. Blank acted throughout with tho 
unanimous concurrence of the whole of the Advisory Committee.” 
Mr. Blank has apparently forgotten to inform his friend that long 


before the question of Mr. Katz was set down on the agenda of - 


the Advisory Committee by Mr. Blank, the latter had told the officers of 
the Bloomsbury Synagogue that he would not have Mr. Katz on the 
Burial Board so long as he (Mr. Blank) remained Secretary. This 
“blank” refusal has been admitted by the Officers of the Bloomsbury 
Synagogue and confirmed by various members of the Advisory Com. 


‘mittee. One of the latter went to the trouble of enquiring of Mr. Blank 


what objection he had to Mr. Katz, to which Mr. Blank replied very 
pointedly that it was a personal matter, in which the enquiring member 
bad better not interfere. I should like to know whether the Burial Board 
pays its Secretary to exercise personal prejudices in regard to a communa! 
institution. 

Mr. Harris's letter contains some very valuable information. In it [ 
hear, for the first time, of my ineligibility for membership of the Burial 
Board. A careful study of the Regulations of the Burial Board by my 
legal adviser has failed to discover any ground for this alleged ineligi 
bility. But even if it were the fact, which it is not, is it not very peculiar 
that in the course of the long correspondence that has passed between 
myself and the Bloomsbury Synagogue, and the Officers of the Federation 
this objection has never been mentioned? The only interpretation that 
can be placed upon this strange silence is that the ground of my rejection 
was what the Officers of the Bloomsbury Synagogue have stated, viz., 
personal objection against me by Mr. Blank. 

Councillor Harris enquires how it comes about that I, who live in 
Hampstead, have relations with a synagogue in Bloomsbury. The 
explanation is very simple. Here are the original letters in which the 
Bloomsbury Synagogue invited me torepresent them on the Burial Boar:! 

29th October, 1922 

Dear Sir,--| am desired by the Hon. Officers of the congregation to stat» 
that ata committee meeting of the above recently held you were enrolled « 
member to the synagogue. 

Il am further instructed to ask you kindly if you would be willing to repre 
sent the congregation—owing to not being represented yet—on the Buria 
Committee of the Federation of Synagogues. Your acknowledgment, together 
with remittance, as per statement enclosed, will oblige

which I thank you, I herewith beg to state that at a Committee meeting held 
this evening at the above you were uvauimousiy elected to represent the 
congregation on the Burial Committee of the Federation of Synagogues 1 
have also written to Mr. Blank to that effect

This information was perfectly well known to Mr. Blank, and it is 
very suprising that he allowed Councillor Harris to remain in ignorance 
of so vital a fact of the case. 

As regards the West End Talmud Torah, which I have the honour to 
represent on the Board of Deputies andthe Talmud Torah Trust, it is 
true that I take an active interest in its Hebrew Classes, but I have never 
taken any part in the work of its Burial Society. In fact, when some 
ten years ago the West End Talmud Torah decided to establish its Burial! 
Board I was strongly opposed to such a step. Mr. Harris‘a criticism of 
the Jewish Chronicle for not hearing both sides comes very strangely from 
him. He himself voted against giving me a hearing at the Federation 
before passing judgment in regard to the rights and wrongs of the case 
between the Bloomsbury Synagogue and myself. 

The Jewish Chronicle, as well as my solicitor and myself, have mado 
every effort to avoid bringing the issue before the Law Courts, but 
apparently without avail. The consequences of the Chillul Hashem 
that it may cause will rest with the Federation of Synagogues, which 
could settle the matter without the slightest difficulty. Mr. Harris is 
emphatic that Mr. Blank got his instructions from the Honorary Officers 
in this matter. May I ask which of the Honorary Officers instructed Mr. 
Blank to object to my membership on personal grounds?’ The answer 
to this question, and many other questions which the community are 
now asking, will be heard in due course, when the Honorary Officers and 
the paid officials of the Federation are in the witness-box. Lord 
Swaythling will then get to know many things of which he is at present 
presumably unaware, as to the way in which his Federation is being 
managed. Quite apart from the injustice which I have suffered, I feel, 
as a communal worker, that it is a public scandal for the Federation of 
Synagogues, which is supported at great sacrifice by many thousands 
of our poor brethren in the East End, to be run in the present arbitrary 
manuer. 

I trust that the publicity you have given to the matter will have 
results beneficial to the Federation and to the entire community.

An Ambassador's Reminiscences.* 


Bora in 1856 in the little city of Mannheim, Henry Morgenthau bas 
vow described in full how he rose to be a great figure in the world. 
iu those days of idyllic simplicity in the Rhineland, his father had a 
cigar business, and sometimes employed a thousand hands. But bard 
times came owing to the American tariff, and the cigar merchant, with 
eleven children, emigrated to New York with the remains of his 
fortune. Henry began to study at a public school in Brooklyo in 
September, 1866, and took the utmost trouble to learn English. His 
greatest difficulty was to pronouace “th,” and he used to repeat to 
himself the words, “Theophilus Thistle, the great thistle-sifter, sifted 
one sieve-full of unsifted thistles through the thick of his thumb.” He 
bad a double handicap in being both a Jew and a German. 
However he gained popularity by fighting a lad who called him 
a square-headed Dutchman ; and his genius for arithmetic endeared him 
to his teachers. So at the age of fourteen he spent his vacation as 
errand-boy and general utility lad in the law office of Ferdinand Kurzman 
at four dollars a week. 
and debating, and at the age of fifteen was reading Cooper, Dickens, 
Goldsmith, Hume, Mill,and Homer. A short career at City College was 
rudely ended when he was fifteen years old. His father’s pecuniary 
difficulties had become more acute in the new environment, and 
the mother took in boarders. The young emigrant had many 
reasons to be serious. He had been “confirmed” in the 39th Street 
Temple, and now he visited churches and synagogues, making 
abstracts of the sermons he heard from Henry Ward Beecher, Rabbi 
Einhorn and other pulpit orators. A quaker doctor who lodged with 
his family was of some assistance to his education, but he found he 
had not gone far enough in mathematics to become a civil engineer, and 
he accepted the post of assistant book-keeper and errand boy at 6 dollars 
» week in the Phoaix Fire Insurance. Shortly afterwards he 
secured 10 dollars a week from Bloomingdale and Co., who were then 
in corset and fancy goods. He kept the books and helped to pack, 
till the firm got into difficulties, and he returned to the Kurzman 
law office. The young clerk reorganised his employer's system of 
accounts and learned something about the law of real estate. He was as 
careful of a scanty income as Mendelssohn himself, and an early diary 
gives a day's expenditure as follows: ‘‘ carfare, 10 cents, dinner 15 cents, 
sundries, 2 cents.’’ He already had the habit of putting aside part of his 
earnings, and proceeded one day to the German Uptown Savings Bank 
to deposit a microscopic addition. It was a time of failures. The future 
financier observed that the President of the bank was deep in consulta. 
tion with three others and wore a worried look. When the queue had 
moved on sufficiently for youog Morgenthau to reach the window for 
receiving and paying money a sudden impulse induced him to thrust back 
into his pocket the dollar which he had intended to deposit, and to tell 
the clerk that he wanted to withdraw the entire eighty dollars that stood 
to his credit. Three days later the house closed; the other depositors 
ultimately got about fifty cents in the dollar. 


The Emigrant as Schcol Teacher. 


The bad light in Kurzman's office injured his eyes and made i 
necessary to take an adventurous sea-voyage. On his return Morgenthau 
determined to study law systematically, financiog himself by teaching in 
night-school at fifteen dollars a week, but embarrassment came when one 
of his pupils wanted to learn duodecimals, a subject of which the teacher 
knew nothing. Morgenthau insisted that the student should “ brush up 
on ordinary fractions for two days”; and in the meantime learnt up the 
new notation. 

These are examples of the way in which many a laborious embessat 
to America got on. This peculiarly brilliant striver soon returned to his 
old law-office, and was allowed by the firm to acceptfrom a grateful client 
the gift of one share of the Celluloid Piano-Key Company. Soon after- 
wards the rival proprietorsin this successful concern concurred in making 
him secretary, and so he was able to start hisown law-firm in partnership 
with Abraham Goldsmith and Samson Lachman. The twtal ages of the 
three added together were 69. Their total net receipts for the year 187% 
came to 1,500 dollars. 


The financial history which follows is both detailed aad interesting. 
It seldom happens that such stories are so frankly told, though recent 
biographies of Khodes and Lord Rhondda have used the same commend. 
able fashion. In the “deals” described by Morgenthau we read of Isidor 
Straus pulling out a certified cheque for 500,000 dollars, of Nathan Straus, 
whose munificent charities afterwards became so well-known, of Jacob 
Wertheim, whose Son married Morgeathau's daughter, and of the con- 
version of Judge Hilton’s firm into Wanamakers, It will be remembered 
that Judge Hilton had insulted Joseph Seligman, and soon afterwards 
lost much of his trade to the rising firms of B. Altman, and Stern 
Brothers. 


Romance of Real Estate. 


Professional suecesses were not the only source of Henry Morgen- 
He became a great dealer in real 
estate, and the confidence with which he was generally regarded enabled 
him to associate with himself large numbers of able and monied associates, 
Jewish and Christian. Among those with whom he dealt were Solomon 
Loeb, of Kuhn, Loeb and Co., and John Jacob Astor. He gives an 
interesting description of Oscar Hammerstein, the builder of the Opera

He joined a library, attended classesin elocution | 
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House in our own Kingsway, who came into Morgenthau’s office with bis 
serious, flat-footed walk, his French silk hat on his head, and his eternal 
cigar between his fingers. Hammerstein's first operation was financed 
without capita). He struck a sandpit and saved all cost of excavation, 
besides realising $30,000 for the sand ; but it was Hammerstein's character 
to go too far, and he soon got into difficulties about another office. 
Morgenthau looke@at him again and saw “not the optimistic Oscar but 
the harried Hammerstein.” 


Political Career. 


Morgenthau was first brought into contact with political porsonages: 
by serving & summons on Boss Tweed. As President of the Free 
Synagogue of New York City he invited Governor Woodrow Wilson to be 
& guest of honour, and became from that time an enthusiastic supporter 
of the late President. Morgenthau long refused the Embassy at Constan. 
tinople on the grounds stated shortly by himself at the time: “I should 
much prefer China, although it is only a ministership. And for this 
reason: the Jews of this country have become very sensitive {and [ 
think properly so) over the impression which has been created by 
successive Jewish appointments in Turkey, that that is the only 
diplomatic post to which a Jew can aspire.” 

Mr. Morgenthau's views on Zionism need not be referred to here 
They formed an article in an American journal, and were commented 
upon (and we believe their true character was fally exemplified) in the 
Jewish Chronicle. His paper on the subject is reproduced with slight 


changes in the volume before us, which no one will read without interest 
and admiration. 


Olives of Majorca. 


Spain and Portugal as the subject, and a Peixotto as the author and

The importance of 
being Ernest has often been insisted on, but what if there were two? 
tlowever, though this Peixotto does not give us precisely what we 
expected, he has a good eye and ready pen when beautiful scenery is 
concerned. Many a charming impression and vivid description is to be 
found in these pages. Characteristic is the picture of the olive-trees near 
Valldemosa where Peixotto met a Spanish artist and his wife living in an 
old monastic cell, now occupied as a seaside villa, a function it has ful. 
filled ever siace Georges Sand inhabited it and wrote “Un Hiver a 
Majorque.” 

Strange as are the shapes that olive-trees can take; no-where had 
Peixotto seen them bent, battered, and contorted as they are in these 
island groves. They have lived for many centuries, and in their tenacious 
old age have grown deformed and mis-shapen, affecting the outlines of 
creatures neither animal nor human, yet resembling both, goblins of 
uncouth gesture, monstrous toads and crocodiles, beasts enlaced as if in 
wortal combat, until one is tempted to cry with the painter Rasinol :— 

“Stop! If it costs 7 so much agony to bear your olives, pray produce 
no more.” 5.1 E.L,

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 
CLXXVII.—Saints or Savages ? 


My Cousin, 

“Are we religions?” Such is the pertinent question asked by Sir 
Francis Younghusband in the current issue of the Nineteenth Century. It 
was suggested to him, some thirty-five years ago, by an Indian who 
@xpressed surprise at the religious life of Europeans. He, the Indian. 
prayed to God several times a day; the Europeans went to prayer for a 
Short bour only on one day of the week. With the Indian religion 
appeared to occupy a prominent part of life. Does it do so with the 
the Foglisbman? asks Sir Francis. He directs attention, by way of illus- 
tration, to the daily press. Our journals flad space for reports concerning 
sport, politics, the administration of justice, the army, the navy, and so 
on, but about religion they have little to say. Sir Francis concludes 
that as a nation we are not religious. We are not saints but savages. 
Yet the Eoglishman, Sir Francis declares, has in him certain qualities 
that are favourable to religion and to religious life. He is just, fair- 
minded, considerate; the ideal of the “ perfect English gentieman” is a 
reality. Nevertheless, the Enog!ishman is yet a babe in religious matters. 
Indeed, it may be said that he is hardly religious. 

Wie es eich christelt jiidelt es sich! In other words, we Jews in the 
Diaspora tend to accowmodate ourselves to our environment. If this is 
the case, we are éntitied to ask concerning the Aoglo-Jewish community, 
as Sir Francis asks of the general commanity, “Saints or Savages”? We 
have ponderous organisations of the communal religious life; we have 
the United Synagogue, and the Board of Shechita, and the Kashruth 
Oommis+ion, and “ Ecclesiastical Authorities.” But are we religious? 
Do we produce Saints? Nay, more, do we valine saintiiness? Are we 
God-drunken? Can we recite with all our souls the Psalms in which God 
is spoken of as being very near? 

A cynic might say with some truth that as a people we have become 
secularised. Our Synagogue services have become secular; the sermons 
our preachers deliver lack the true religious or spiritual touch. We talk 
ef God, it is trae; bat God is a mere formula; and as soon as God 
becomes that He becomes an idol. It has been said that every 
idol may become a true God, and the true God may sink back into 
the position of an idol. When men and women are devoted to God, 
when God enters into their lives, when those lives are moved by 
love and high moral principles, then He is the true God. Bat when 
merely lip service is rendered Him, when He becomes only a word, 
being far removed from business, politics, sport, and pleasure, when He 
is “ goody-goody,” then God is nothing more or less than an idol. Whoat 
is God for us, the people of Priests, the teachers of mankind? Are we 
earryiog on our old religious tradition, or is it carrying us? The other 
day I heard of a group of Piymouth Brethren in London who, when asked 
to show some interest in the political life of their locality, replied that 
being wholly occupied with their spirital salvation they really had no 
time for anything else. Possibly from one point of view, this may be 
regarded asanarrow outlook. But is it notimpressive? Wonld a Jew 
have given a similar answer? 

Now more than ever the world needs all that religion can give it. For 
the world is outofj>int. There are abuses in Earops to-day, which pale 
before those of the Dark Ages. Sir Francis Youoghusband is doubifal 
whether the Eoglishman is religious. Yet all the world will agree that 
the Eaglishman possesses splendid qualities of character. What would 
Sir Francis be bound to say if he appiied his consideration to some of the 
eountries oo the European continent? Are the French religious—saints or 
savages? Are the Poles religious? Are the Hungarians? If a simple 
man were to ask whether the French, the Poles, and the Huogarians 
shape their politica! policy on the model of the teachiag of the man they 
eall their master, what would the reply be? The Bolsheviks in Russia 
appear to be more honest; they declare openly that they have discarded 
religion; that they will have none of it; that they will even stamp it 
out as an accursed thing. If they act against religious principles, at any 
rate they are consistent. The world knows where it stands with regard 
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to their conduct. But the French, the Poles, and the Hnogarians (1. 
mention but three typical cases) do profess to be religious; they have 
arch bishops and bishops, a whole hierarchy indeed ; they have churches 
and religious emblems to remind them of their daoty. Yet are they 
religious, saints or savages? 

It is recorded that within the last month, Poland deported into 
Russia a number of Jewish refugees who were technically aliens. 
The Bolshevik guards shot at them; the poor frightened wretches 
fled back to the Polish border. There the Polish frontier guards shot at 
them, and this sport resulted in several deaths. Where was the religions 
motive here? Yet the Poles are supposed to be a religious people. It is 
not mere cynicism to say that if Jesus of Nazareth came to Poland to-day, 
the Polish Government would expel him as an alien, and the Polish 
frontier guards would make him their target. Saints or savages? What 
is the answer ? 

Throughout Europe there is much suffering and much hatred. 
Monarchists shoot at Socialists, and Fascisati bands, under various loca) 
names, allow their patriotism to degenerate into the worst kind of 
Chauvioism. But even then their motives are not always pure. Herr 
Hitler, who boasted that he came asthe saviour of Bavaria, was discovered 
to be receiving funds from French sources. The so-called patriotism 
of these people is only a cloak for oppression and injustice. Yet the voice 
of the Church is silent. Daring the war it was silent; ite excuse is that 
political conditions kept it silent. But what of to-day? Why does not 
the Church, or the churches, or the voice of some distinguished spiritual 
leader cry out in shame on the cruelties and oppressions under the sun? 
There is much oppression being done and moch misery being caused in 
the Rohr to-day; there are Jewish victims of oppression, violence, and 
hate in Hungary and in Poland. Saints or Savages? What is the answer? 

Sir Francis Younghusband declares that the English are not religions; 
he would most certainly be forced to conclude that on the continent there 
is not even the pretence of religion. Yet, more than all else, itisa spiritual 
revival that Europe needs. In this crisis, where are the Jews? There 
are some wiseacres in our midst who are constantly dinning into our ears 
that we are like other English citizens in every respect, rave only 
that we profess a different, a more ancient faith. So be it. But how 
does our profession of faith show itself? Are we more spiritual-minded 
than the others? Do we allow religion to dominate our business and our 
pleasure? In a word, are we saints or are we savages? 

Sir Francis Younghusband has performed a great service by directing 
attention to a question of prime importance for the recovery of the world. 
Politicians and economists may plan schemes for the betterment of 
Earope. It is right that they should. But unless a spiritual revival 
brings about a change of heart, putting in men’s souls love in place of 
bate, relying on gentleness and courtesy and fair dealing rather than on 
force and bayonets, there will not be much improvoment. Are Jews 
going to play a leading part in that spiritual revival, or will they merely 
follow the multitude? Saints or savages, which ?

R. Simeon ben Yochai. 
From Rabbi A. E. Silverstone, M.A. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—“ Benammi’s” excellent essay on R. Simeon ben Yochai is 
marred by a serious inaccuracy. Rabbi Moses ben Shemtob de Leon was 
not, as he asserts, the author of the Zohar. The belief that he was the 
author owes its origin to the myth that after his death a rich 


man offered his widow a large sum for the original mauuscript . 


from which he had copied and circulated R. Simeon ben Yocbai’s 
Zohar. She is alleged to have stated that her busband was bim- 
self the author, but credited it t» R. Simeon, that it might 
obtain a greater vogue and therefore be a richer source of pr: fit. 
And this story, alleging that a woman had stated her dead husband to 
have been a forger (which surely no woman would do), is uocritically 
accepted as evidenee strong enough to refute the traditional view of 
R. Simeon’s authorsbip! 

Admittedly, the complete Zohar (including Sitre Torah, Raya Mehemna, 
Sephra de-seniutha, etc.), containing as it does many anachropisms, 
misquotations from Scripture, names of Amoraim who lived later thao 
R. Simeon, and numerous irreconcilable contradictions, cannot possibly 
have been the work of Ben Yochai alone, or, for that matter, of 
any single miod; yet, undoubtedly, the oldest parts, disintegrated from 
the later interpolations, originated with the gifted second-century mystic. 
The only connection that De Leon had with the Zohar was perhaps the 
collecting of a number of cabbalistic treatises of different periods reflect- 
ing varying philosophic systems, and putting them tog-ther haphazard 
with the original “ Midrash of R. Simeon ben Yochai” as the Zohar.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SiR,—Another five years have gone by, and I have once more, and 
may be for the last time, to ask the public to help the London Hospital 
to carry on for the next Quinquennium. We keep silent for five years. 

The last five have been the most difficult I have ever been through, 
but we have managed, by the reckless indulgence of our Bankers, and by 
the gifts of generous friends who know the Hospital, not only to keep 
going but to make real progress in the understanding and fighting of 
disease. 

Let me give an outstanding fact. 


During these five years we have treated 94,800 in-patients and more 
than half a million out-patients, with a death-rate lower than it has ever 
been in the 180 years of the Hospital's life. 


The next five years are of supreme importance, because we have 
come to a point when the possibilities of medicine and surgery were 
never greater, The better means of diagnosing disease, the treatment 
of disease by new wethods—of Diabetes by Insulin, for instance—the 
greater safety in much more extensive surgical operations, the increased 
attention to early symptoms of disease, the investigation of occupa- 
tional diseases, and the better organised watching of patients who have 
been treated, are examples of what I mean. 

Is the London Hospital, the largest in England, to stand atill and net 
take its part in this great advance? Are we to go on for the next five 
years with the painful and humiliating sight of the word “closed” on the 
doors of Wards? Am I to say to our Staff anxiously clamouring for the 
opportunities of doing yet better work, “Impossible! No money!”? It 
is a disheartening experience, and one I have never had before in the 
twenty-six years I have been Chairman of this Hospital. 


I wonder how many people realise that the power to help the vast . ° 


number of people who will seek our belp during the next five years 
depends on my luck, or ability, to raise £100,000 every year, 

I know all about the “ Burden of taxation.” Well, try and forget it, 
and belp lessen the burden present to so many thousands, of having 
someone very dear to them stricken down by illness or injury, and whose 
only chance of recovery is by the Hospital's help. I have bad to see that 
help refused because of our closed beds. It burns in whep you see this. 
We have over a thousand people waiting for a vacant bed, and the 
remembrance of it makes me once more take upon myself the burden of 
begging. 

I know that I shall be told that we ought to have saved money, and 
not spend all we received. But you cannot do that when you have to 
face present misery and suffering which you knqw can be immediately 
relieved. It is impossible, unless you have the instincts of the late 
Tutankbamen, to put by wealth for the benefit of a future generation. 
In bospital work, if you mark time, you deserve to do time. 

“What,” I may be asked, “of the combined appeal and the Govern. 
ment grant?” They saved some hospitals from immediate bankruptcy ; 
but isthat enough? The appalling fact stands out that we ended last 
year with an expenditure of £15,000 greater thau our income, and we had 
pledged our available assets to the extent of £70,000. 

People say to me sometimes that I always get what I want by begging. 
Perhaps this bas been partly true, but it has been hard and not very con- 
genial work. At the moment I feel beaten, and am reminded of Bacon’s 
words, “ Who can see worse days than he who yet living doth follow at the 
funeral of his own reputation?” Iam now having a first-class funeral. 

The London Hospital is a wonderful heritage. It has been spreading 
knowledge, and sending its Doctors and Nurses all over the world. Is it 
not, from its very size and work, a National Trust?

United Synagogue. 
 — 
ANNUAL ACCOUNTS. 


The Council of the United Synagogue will hold a meeting next 
Monday, at which the principal business will be the consideration of the 
annual accounts of that body and its subsidiary Committees and of its 
Constituent Synagogues. The gross revenue of the United Synagogue 
itself in 1922 was £80,722, and the gross expenditure £89,800. The 
aggregate gross revenue of the eighteen Constituent Synagogues 
was £65,676, and their aggregate local expenditure £40,847. Eight 
of these synagogues showed deficits on the year’s working. The 
statistics furnished in the report of the Burial Society show a slight 
increase in mortality as compared with the previous year, deaths having 
numbered 1,124, as against 1,110 in 1921. Charity funerals numbered 
232, twelve less than in the preceding year. Applications for Matzoth 
showed a reduction of over 200, viz., 1,705, as against1,922. Towards the 
Chief Rabbi's Fund £452 had been received from Metropolitan, provincial, 
and overseas congregations ; the amount charged to the gencral revenue 
of the United Synagogue was £1,561. The Mutua! Aid Fand for distressed 
members and widows of members disbursed £2,295 in grants (2), loans (7), 
and annual allowances (38), the latter amounting to £1,550. The 
Treasurers of the Bequests and Trusts Accounts disbursed £15,540.

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Jewish Board of Guardians. 


The Year's Work. 


DEFICIT OF £20,500. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday at 
the offices of the Board. There were present:

The PRESIDENT stated that the Jewish clubs were organising a dance 
in aid of the Board, and the Aid Society was shortly holding a concert. 

The annual report was considered and adopted, and the President 
congratulated Mr. Ernest Morley, Hon. Secretary, on his report, which, 
he said, read like an entrancing novel. 

Mr. P. S. WALEY, the Treasurer, drawing attention to the salient 
features of the accounts, said that althongh they had hoped to reduce the 
deficit of £16,500 with which they started the year, it had increased by 
£4,000 and the year ended with a deficit of £20,500. He expressed 
pleasure at the fact that the receipts from the Aid Societies and from 
annual subscriptions had increased. 

The PRESIDENT moved a series of alterations of the rules intended to 
effect an amalgamation cf the Samuel Lewis Seaside Home Committee 
and the Health Committee. He stated that when the Stepney Borough 
Council took over the dispensary work, nearly two years ago, the work of 
the Health Committee became limited to sending delicate children to the 
country, and gradually they ceased to send only children who came from 
consumptive homes, or had a tendency towards consumption, and began 
to send other cases. In other words, the Health Committee became a 
sort of Convalescence Committee, though the children were sent away 
for longer periods than was usual with convalescents. Moreover, the 
personnel of the two committees became very much the same, and they 
eame into close touch when they sent children to the Samuel Lewis 
Home when it was closed for its ordinary purpose in the winter. He 
could not pretend that the amalgamation would solve the Jewish 
convalescence problem—only money could do that. But by creating a 
larger and stronger comruittee than either of the two previous bodies 
they might increase interest in this vital question and take a first step 
towards its solution. 

Mr. BASIL Q. HENRIQUES hoped the new Committee would regard the 
problem as a whole. There was no more pressing question in the East 
End than the provision of convalescent treatment for Jewish children. 

Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN said that they had the building and could 
make full use of it if they bad £30,000 to produce an income of £1,500 a 
year. He knew of no more satisfactory means fora generous milliovare to 
dispense his wealth, and the bigger the millionaire the less would be the 
charge which such a gift would ultimately make on his estate. It was 
possible that a less sum than he had mentioned might suffice, and he was 
prepared to do a deal with any millionaire and accept £20,000. (Laughter.) 

The proposals were adopted. 

Miss Hannah Hyam was elected representative of the Board on the 
Tuberculosis Care Committee in connection with the Dispensaries at 
Stepney, Sb. George’s-in-the-East, and Whitechapel, and Mr. Leonard L. 
Cohen was elected representative on the Winter Distress League. 

The TREASURER reported the receipt of a number of legacies and 
gifts including tickets from the Bread, Meat and Coal Society and the 
Metropolitan Promoters of Charity, coal for the inmates of the Joel 
Emanuel Almshouses, from the Lion Hospital Aid Society, and clothing 
from the Hampstead Needlework Society. 


Annual Report. 


The annual report represents a welcome departure in the mode of 
presentation, being drawn up in more popular form and relieved by 
excellent illustrations of various aspects of the Board’s work and its 
auxiliary institutions. The statistical information is relegated to an 
appendix, and the whole document is‘much more readable. There is an 
additional explanation of this departure from the stereotyped form of 
report: 

During the last half-century the authorities in Whitechapel and other East- 
End districts gave little or no outdoor relief, and the number of Jews admitted 
to workhouses was negligible, so that practically all who required help came to 
our doors, and comparison of our figures year by year did, therefore, accurately 
indicate the comparative prosperity or adversity of the Metropolitan Jewish 
poor. But this condition of affairs has not existed to the same extent durin 
the year under review. The magnitude of the out-of-work problem has force 
local guardians to relax their previous strictness, and in many districts the 
deserving, and possibly some undeserving also, have had little difficulty in 
getting liberal outdoor relief. Quite apart from Poor Law grants, the unemployed 
can obtain weekly doles through the Labour Exchanges, and Jews naturally 
avail themselves of this form of help as freely as their neighbours. This is the 
explanation of the paradox that while 1922 has certainly been the worst for a 
generation, the demands on the resources of this Institution have actually been 
less than in the previous year. It is felt, therefore, that the usual detailed 
analysis and comparison of the figures with those of preceding years would be of 
little value. 

The report emphasises the fact that the Board is not one charity but 
at least a dozen, and may be described asthe “Universal Provider” of 

Jewish charity. It not only relieves distress, but acts as an information 
bureau and an enquiry agency in relief matters. The report proceeds to 
describe the methods of the Board, and lays stress on the endeavours

faith that a critical intelligence need refuse. The pious Jew was in 
constant relation with his Creator, and his prayers were largely for the 
redemption of his own character and for strength to withstand evil 
thoughts and sin. Altogether, it must be acknowledged that, though 
scattered over the earth, massacred, tortured, branded with infamy and 
subjected to every conceivable ignominy, the Jews had still remained a 
moral race. 

A discussion followed, in the course of whicb Mr. J. Q. HENRIQUES 
said that his experiences in connection with the Jewish Association for 
the Protection of Girls and Women regretfully led him to the conclusion 
that Dr. Hollander was wrong in stating that offences by Jewish women 
were rare. 

Dr. HOLLANDER in reply, said that the only true way of testing 
Jew’s criminality was to observe him in his own surroundings. Much 
of the Jew’s degeneration was due to his persecution and exile. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was carried on the motion of Mr. 
Ernest Lesser. 

A photograph taken during the delivery of the lecture was reproduced 
in yesterday's Jewish World, 
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made to preserve the self-respect of applicants, and to prevent them 
becoming permanently dependent on charity. The total number of cases 
relieved in 1922 was 2,200, consisting of 8,313 son's. There were forty-two 
orphans under the sole charge of the Board; 565 families were in receipt 
of reguiar allowances, this figure including 525 wholly dependent children 
and 146 partially dependent. The amount of money spent on allowances 
was £20,143. During 1922 the loan department advanced £27,907; an 
almost equally large sum was repaid, and on December 31st about £20,900 
was still due to the Board. The Industrial Committee laboured under 
great difficulties, but 110 boys and 39 girla were apprenticed during the 
year. Many old apprentices now have boys of their own from the Com. 
mittee, and others are regular subscribers to the fands of the institution. 

A sad feature is the fact that the Samuel Lewis Seaside Convalescent 
Home at Walton cannot be kept open for its proper purpose during the 
winter months. “It is deplorable,” says the report, “even disgraceful, 
that for five months there is no Jewish accommodation at all for convales- 
cent men, and that there is no longer any seaside Home available for con- 
valescent children,” though one of the most useful branches of the Board’s 
work is the boarding out at the seaside of delicate children from families 
with a taint of consumption. The work of a number of other subsidiary 
departments is described,and domestic details are referred to. The 
report states: “It is difficult to find fresh words in which to express the 
gratitude which the honorary workers feel to Mr. Benjamin (the Secretary) 
and his assistants for their constant and devoted service on behalf of the 
poor. This... is not a mere repetition of meaningless words, but a 
aor rp expression of admiration and an appreciation of great public 
work.’ 

The report describes thé financial position in the pathetically 
humorous words, “we are proceeding towards bankruptcy at a slightly 
retarded rate”: 

The financial history of the Institution may be divided into three periods 
In the first and longest, the Board funded all its legacies, and lived on its income 
supplemented by occasional special appeals. Then came a second period, when 
it became necessary to spend all legacies except those which were in the nature 
of trusts, but the Board continued in thia manner to pay its way. Now for 
several years the third period has arrived, when the benefactions of the quick 
and the dead together are not enough to balance our budget. 

The deficit, as stated at the meeting, now amounts to over £20,500. 

The final paragraph of the report consists of the following eloquent 
appeal: 

The members of the Board, many of whom have devoted themselves to the 
cause of the poor for years, refuse to believe that the old Jewish feeling of 
‘* Rachmonus”’ is dying out. They confidently point to the work accomplished 
in the past, and equally confidently appeal! for the future, to the generosity of 
the public. We recognise that bad times, the crushing burden of taxation, the 
insistence of appeals for our suffering coreligionists abroad, and for hospitals 
and other general charities at home, all make it more difficult to support the 
Board in the generous way of our forernnners. But, however good these 
excuses may be, the London commupity, for its own credit, cannot afford to 
neglect the claims of the native poor, or of this Institution, which in very truth 
is their Guardian and Trustee.

Holy Law Congregation. 


Rabbi I. B. Zinober, of Riga, who was recently appointed Rabbi of the 
congregation, in place of the late Rabbi M. B. Dagutsky, comes from a 
Rabbinical family, and is a native of Lithuania, where he was distinguished 
for his wide and deep knowledge of the Ta’ mud, as well as a teacher and 
preacher. In Latvia, he was the head of a Yeshibah, and took an active 
interest in communal and Jewish national affairs, being the founder and 
organiser of the Latvian section of the Mizrachi. 


Board of Guardians. 


The fifty-sixth annual report states : 

During the year the record number of two thousand cases was dealt with, of 
which nine'y-six are in receipt of permanent relief, involving an expenditure of 
£4,121. The total cost of relief was £7,101. Of the total expenditure of £7,819 
only £1,700 was received in annual subscriptions. A sum of £2,000 was received 
from the Ministry of Health to cope with the increased distress. A benefit 
concert held during the year resulted in £1.472 being raised, chiefly through the 
efforts of Mrs. P. Quas Cohen and Messrs. J. Ettinger and M. Laski. The Board 
records with regret the death of Mr. Ephraim Harris, M.A.,a life Vice-President, 
who had been connected with the Board for forty years. A portrait of the late 
Mr. Harris was recentiy placed in the Board Room.

Proposed New Jewish Institute. 


A conference of representative members of the community was held 
at the Victory Hotel last week, to consider a scheme for the erection ofa 
new Jewish Institute upon a site which has been acquired in the Chapel. 
town district. 

Councillor H. MorrRIs, who presided, explained that it had been felt 
for a long time that the present Institute premises in North Street had 
become totally inadequate for communal purposes. The Building Com- 
mittee had deliberated upon the project of new premises, and had given 
every consideration to the drawing up of the plans presented by the 
architects. He was convinced that there could be no dispute as to the 
necessity for new premises. The Jewish Institute served the purpose 
not only of the young men and women as a rendezvous for social recrea- 
tion, but was the centre for all phases of Jewish activity. It was felt by 
the promoters that before taking any steps of formally adopting the 
scheme, it was advisable to test the opinions of members of the com- 
munity as to whether, in view of the existing economic conditions, the 
time was opportune for definite action. 

Mr. L. WURZAL, LL.B., gave a brief outline of the building scheme. 

Mr. 1. GOLDMAN, Treasurer, in submitting the architect's plans, 
mentioned that the land had been provisionally acquired in the Chapel- 
town district on a site most suitable for their purpose, and which was 
advantageously situated for the erection of a communal building as a 
Jewish Centre. The scheme would, it was estimated, involve a sum of 
between £15,000 and £20,000. The scheme provided for the Institute 
premises to be used for both public and private functions and festivities, 
and would be an important source of revenue. 

Mr. D. I. SANDBELSON, O.B.E., said that a Jewish Centre was a 
paramount necessity, and would be the greatest force in Leeds Jewry.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
WITH 
Ra3Bi I. J. YOFFEY. 

ABBLI.J. YOFFEY. who has just completed twenty-five years’ 
service as Minister of the Manchester Central Synagozue, 
was only twenty-two years old when he received a call to 
that position on the recommendation of eminent Lithuanian 

Rabbis, including the well-known Rabbi Rabinovitz, of Kovno, and the 

late Rabbi Gordon, of Telz. Shortly afterwards he was elected one of 

the Rabbis of the Manchester Shechita 

Board, and has always taken an active 

and zealous part in the proceedings of 

the Beth Din. He was one of the 

Founders of the Manchester Talmudical 

College, and is at present both Chair- 

man of that College and of the Man. 

chester Talmud Torah. In the work of 
both institutions he is a powerful force 
for the adoption of the best educational 
methods. He has ever been a strong 
mivocate of Hebrew Day Schools, but 
his efforts in this direction have not yet 
been crowned with success. During the 
war he took an active share in the work 
of the Manchester Russian Fund Com. 
mittee, and as Chairman of the High- 
town Branch was successful in raising 

Rebsi l. J. Yoffry. the handsome sum of about three 

thousand pounds. 

When about two hundred of our coreligionists were interned in 
Tadcaster he arranged the establishment of a Kasher Kitchen and 
abstention from work on Sabbath. He is an ardent Zionist and a 
popular figure on Zionist platforms, having addressed numerous 
meetings, not only in Manchester, but in many other towns. He has 
been a delegate at four Zionist Congresses. The Rabbi convened the 
first Mizrachi Conference in the United Kingdom in 1918, which led to 
the opening of the Mizrachi Bureau in London. He is President of 
the Manchester Agudah and Vice-President of the Bureau. Rabbi 
Yoffey often contributes to Hebrew periodicals. He is an eloquent 
speaker in Hebrew, English, and Yiddish, and has repeatedly 
addressed meetings for the cause of Religious Education and Jewish 
Nationalism. He is connected with most of the charitable and 
educational institutions. 

Do you notice any marked change in the state of Judaism in Eogland 
and more particularly in your own community, since your arrival here 
twenty-five years ago? the interviewer asked. 

“Yes, but the nature of this changeis not the sameeverywhere. The 
elderly people are gradually deteriorating, whereas the younger genera- 
tion is steadily improving. From the religious point of view, the older 
generation is becoming more and more decadent; with the exception of 
@ small minority, it bas ceased to be iuspired with that burning enthusiasm 
for Judaism and things Jewish which was so ncticeable years ago. They 
Bay ANN automatically, without realising the vital significance of 
its meaning. In fact, the longer they are in England the more Anglicised 
they become, and slowly drift away from our traditional customs, In the 
younger generation, on the other hand, the change is for the better, inas- 
much as it is awakening from its profound sleep and is beginning to 
realise its spiritual wants. There is a widespread desire to become more 
intimately acquainted with the Hebrew language, and to acquire a deeper 
knowledge of Judaism and whatit standsfor. Their eagerness to associate 
themselves with our various problems is remarkable.” 

Your statement about the progress of our youth is most gratifying. 
Can you give any special instances to illustrate this? 

“Yes. Twenty-five years ago there was not a single Yeshibahin Great 
Britain, whereas now there are excellent Talmudical Colleges (in London, 
Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, and Glasgow) which have produced pro- 
ficient Hebrew scholars, both Rabbis and laymen, of whom the Anglo- 
Jewish community may well be proud. There are also the "MO" "YYY 
and the Sinai League. These associations were formed com paratively 
recently, and already their effect upon Anglo-Jewry is very noticeable. 
Their trumpet tones are constantly resounding in the deaf ears of our 
Anglicised Jews, with the result that their hearing is undergoing rapid 
improvement. Even among our University students the Jewish con. 
sciousness is deepening, and they are now striving to identify themselves 
with our cultural and religious problems.” 

Are you satisfied with the progress of the educational institutions in 
Manchester, namely the Talmudical College and the Talmud Torah ? 

“Yes, these institutions are a tower of strength to the Manchester 
Jewish community and reflect great credit upon it. The senior students 
in the Yeshibah are thoroughly conversant with a large part of N"WD3 and 
O°PO1© ; inthe Talmud Torah the senior boys are well acquainted with 
the Five Books of Moses, Kashi, Grammar, etc. The progress of the 
latter institution, however, would have been much greater but for the 
shortage of competent teachers, who are almost unobtainable in this 
country. As a matter of fact, from what I can gather, this problem is 
not confined to Manchester alone, for the educational machinery every- 
where is handicapped by the lack of qualified teachers.” 

Is not this statement rather strange, seeing that there are so many 
teachers in private ? 

“You have touched upon a very tender spot; to the many private 
O° may well be applied the Biblical expression Our 
Sages rightly regarded the teachers of their time as the ‘ Watchers of the 
Community’; to-day many of the private teachers are rather the 
destroyers of the community. Many of them are unfitted for the pro- 


fesiion, baiag destitute of the qualifications essential for a successfy! 
teacher. What makes things worse is that the parents themselves do 
not realise the seriousness of the position. They come to the Rabboni:y 
with all kinds of religious questions, but they never consult them with 
regard to the Hebrew education of their children, on the soundness of 
which depends our future existence.” 

Have you any remedy to suggest for this state of affairs? 

“Yes, there are excellent teachers in Eretz Yisrael (who also under 
stand English), and are specially trained by the Mizrachi for this purpose. 
I know for a fact that many of them are prepared to come over to this 
country. Since the problem is so acute and wide-spread, I think that 
instead of isolated action a conference should be convened of all the 
elucational institutions of this country with the express object of 
grappling with this serious question. (A resolation to this effect has 
already received the unanimous approval of the Manchester Talmud 
Torah Edacation Committee.) To train similar teachers in England, 
apart from the considerable expenditure which this would entail, is 
almost impossible for many reasons. The initial cost of importing teachers 
would be comparatively slight. In my opinion there is here an excellent 
opportunity for the War Memorial Committee, with the funds at their 


disposal, to take the initiative in a measure which would prove of 


incalculable benefit to the entire Anglo-Jewish Community.” 

What is the chief work of the Manchester Beth Din, and is it in any 
way associated with the London Beth Din ? 

“The sphere of its activities is very wide indeed. Roughly speaking, 
the work is two-fold. It deals with (a) questions of kashruth; (bd) legal 
and judicial matters. In the first place it has under complete super. 
vision the kashruth of Shechita and the sale of kasher meat in all particulars. 
It also answers the various religious questions which are constantly arising, 
and systematically organises the kashruth of Passover foods. Secondly, 
the Beth Din has regular sittings on Mondays and Thursdays at the 
Shechita Board offices, and also at other times by special appointment. 
The cases which are submitted to us for settlement are of all conceivable 
kinds—financial, slanderous, domestic, etc. We also grant 4°) (after 
the parties have been divorced in the English Courts) and muvon. Many 
of the cases with which we have to deal are of a most serious and com- 
plicated nature, some being protracted for three or four sittings before 
thoy are finally settled. Incidentally, | may add, many cases of a 
scandalous character are thus kept out of the Civil Courts, and thereby 
great Chillul Hashem is avoided. With regard to the second part of your 
question, I may say that the most cordial relations prevail between 
us and the London Beth Din. There are frequent exchanges of 
correspondence on various matters. Of course the association might be 
still closer, and there could easily be worked out a plan whereby the two 
oo T"NS would co-operate on a much larger scale; and this, [ think, 
would prove of great benefit to the Jewish community at large.” 

Do you still adhere to your oft-repeated opinion that only by the 
establishment of proper Jewish day schools can the standard of English 
Judaism be raised ? 

“Yes, the more closely I become acquainted with conditions here the 


more I feel convinced that the subject is one of vital importance. The — 


idea which many people entertain that by appointing more Rabbis and 
Ministers and delivering many sermons the tide of assimilation will be 
effectively stemmed, is both erroneous and self-deceptive. A nation 
which in itself is ignorant and has to rely for its spiritual knowledge only 
upon its Rabbis and Ministers, must be in a very parlous state indeed. | 
think that the men of the Great Synagogue (ASTI NOID WSN) must 
have had some such thought in mind when they said Fa" ovta>n rraym 
‘bring up many pupils.’ 

“ One of the causes of Israel’s troubles at the time of the First Temple, 
one which led to his final ruin, was his ignorance of the Torah. In the 
earliest days, knowledge of the Torah was confined exclusively to a sect 
of priests and prophets; whereas to the man of the people it was a 
sealed book. They were deaf to all the exhortations of their spiritual 
leaders to observe the Torah, because they had no conception of its inner 
meaning. Therefore, the men of the Great Synagogue saw that the only 
way of preserving Israel’s national existence was by spreading the Torah 
everywhere, and making it the property of everyone. Turning now to 
present conditions, the Jewish Day School is the only channel through 
which to impart to the child sound Jewish learning. Within a compara- 
tively short time Anglo-Jewry would assume a healthy complexion, and 
become full of vigour and vitality. That this is no mere supposition is 
borne out by the remarkable results achieved in the Jewish Day Schools 
at Frankfort, where the community to-day represents a unique example 
of living Judaism among the various ranks of society. 

“T see no reason whatever why what was possible in Frankfort years 
ago, when the late Rabbi Hirsch had to fight against tremendous 
opposition, should not be equally possible and perfectly feasible here in 
England at the present day.” 
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The Fulfilment of Desire. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“Thou openest Thine hand, and satisfiest the desire of e: ery living 
‘hing.’ —Psalm calv., 16. 

There is a Rabbinical teaching that he who recites this 145th Psalm 
evary day is assared of future bliss. Hence its place in the daily liturgy ; 
morning and afternoon service. Our Rabbinical teachers sensed the 
appcopriateness of jast sach a psalm as this to our daily devotions, because 
it tells us what Godis doing for us every day and thus helps to strengthen 
oar faith in Divine providence. God is satisfying ourdesires. We dwelt 
iast week on the subject of pain and suffering. But the soul’s native air 
is not pain bat joy, not poverty bat abundance, not disease but health, not 
igaorance and sin, but wisdom, purity, andlove. We belong to the Eternal 
ani the Eternal belongs to us; andthis Eternal is the fullness, the all. 
abundance, of which we arein search. We are constituted for happiness, 
have come forth from it—for it is God himself—and though we have to 
wander far and wait long before we find it, it is our home, and we shal! 
not be allowed to remain exiled permanently from it. God is our 
spiritual environment, good is of the essence of the soul. Pain is only 
pain to us at all because we are constituted for joy; joy is our right, our 
heritage, the trae fulfliment of what we are. All that obstructs this, all 
that keeps us from it, must pass away and disappear into nothingness in 
Goi'sgoodtime, The exact meaning of the textis: “Thou satisfiest every 
liviag thing with what thy good will supplies.” The thought is not that 
G1 supplies the desire of every human thing just as it now is, but rather 
thit by means of that desire He leads every living thing towards ultimate 
s\ isfaction in the highest good. The promise is—for it is a promise—that 
wast we are really seeking, though we may not know it, in every desire, 
is of the eternal divine substance, and we may be assured of getting it. 
One may say, without falsehood or exaggeration : you will get everything 
you have ever wanted or ever shall want; you will get it all, for the 
measace of your wants is the m2asuare of your soul, and here or hereafter 
the soul must come to its own. 

According to the text it is not only human beings of whom this is true, 
but all beings, We know not the mystery of life in any of its forms, 
neither the humblest nor the highest, but we do know that wherever life 


is desire is, embodied life is ever seeking, and it must find, whether . 


embodied or disembodied. All forms and modes of life are on their way 
towards satiety ; everything must reach its due fulfilment, though probably 
not-on this plane; it would be a poor destiny that could complete itself on 
earth. Oae wonders what the destiny of the lower creation is; but we 
may rest assured 

That not a worm is clov’n in vain; 

That nota moth with vain desire 

Is shrivelled in a fruitless fire, 

Or but subserves another's gain. 
God wastes nothing; nothing is lost or forgotten in the eternal purpose. 
To ba capable of desire is to establish a claim on the infinite good which 
will be honoured to the full—yea, more fully than on earth perhaps we 
dream. Not that we shall get precisely what we think we want at any 
one time ; but we are bound to get what is at the bottom of our wish in 
regard to that particular object of desire. 

Judged by appearances, one of the most melancholy things in life is 
the way in which desires change as we grow older. The soul of youth 
burns with a fever of desire for gratifications which in time cease to charm. 
The child grown man finds that there are more serious things in life than 
what once seemed all-important. It is sad that desire accomplished 
should so frequently cease to hold its possessor, should drop away from 
him like dead leaves from the trees in autumn. There is something 
pitiful, too, about the way in which the very capacity for desire seems to 
die down with advancing years, and so change its form that all lofty 
quality disappears from it. The man’s desires have ossified, the fires of 
his being have flickered out, leaving only cold ashes behind on the 
hearthstone of his soul. He has had his day of ambition, but even that 
is gone. Ambition, if he has any, is meaner now, more worldly, attaches 
itself to more material objects. All the poetry or romance of his nature 
are dead, or seem to be so. With failing powers of mind, the body some- 
times seems to take command, the animal predominates. The old man 
ceases to care about the great things which once compelled his allegiance; 
he only wants to be physically comfortable, to bave his meals regularly, 
and cooked to his liking. Whatacome down! Having known some fine 
manin his prime, you may occasionally be made to feel both shocked 
and compassionate at the moral as well as mental shrinkage which takes 
place in ages. — 

But how is all this reconcilable with what the 145th psalm teaches, that 
all desire must ultimately arrive at satisfaction? How can it if it dies 
on the way? How can itifits very object is moving further and further 
away from it? The explanation is to be found in the fact that the thing 
you desire in every object of desire, is greater than you know; it is 
greater than the object itself as that object now is. God enlarges your 
soul by means of the desire, and will give you vision by and by of the 
wonder and glory of the reality of which you have at all times been in 
search, though only dimly knowing what it was. The soul’s desires are 
not so illusory and ephemeral as they were. They are in essence 
spiritual and divine, though we so often misdirect and degrade them. 
The desires of youth are not fleeting and foolish, though the forms they 
take may be both. There is an element in them all that is eternal, and 
a8 such must ultimately find their fruition. And decay of body is not 
decay of soul. The soul never forgets or loses anything it has once 
acquired. “ For I know the thoughts that I think towards you, saith the 
Lord, thoughts of peace and not of evil, to give you an expected end.”

THE PRESENT SITUATION AND ITS CAUSE. 


“THE CO-EXISTENCE OF TWO RELIGIONS IN ONE INSTITUTION.”

Off the main road leading to Bath, in the outskirts of the town of 
Cheltenham, stands a pile of buildings whose stately beauty matches that 
of the town itself.Cheltenham College. Founded in 1841 “in order to 
provide for the sons of gentlemen a classical, mathematical, and general 
education of the highest order, on moderate terms, in strict conformity 
with the principles and doctrines of the Charch of Eagland as by law 
established,” it was one of the first of the new Public Schools that arose 
in the 19th century and were separated by a period of more than two 
centuries from the last of the ancient foundations. Daring the eighty 
years of its existence Cheltenham has had a good record of public-schoo! 
successes, over 5)0 of its boys having won Open Scholarships or Exhibi- 
tions at the Universities, or admission to the Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich. Nearly 400 have secured direct admissions to Sandhurst, and 
more than 100 have entered the Indian and Home Civil Service. 

Jewish House-Masters. 


In the year 1891 Corinth House was founded as a Jewish House for 
Cheltenham by the late Mr. Nestor Ivor Schaurman, who acted as assistant 
master in Russian at the College. It was a small house in those days, 
and accommodated only twelve boys, when in September 1914, it was 
taken over by the present Jewish Housemaster, Mr. Daniel L. Lipson, 
M.A. Mr. Lipson is an educationalist of considerable distinction. He 
was a scholar and prizeman of Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, and 
took high honours when he graduated in the Classical and Historica! 
Triposes. He has also obtained the Cambridge University Diploma in 
the Theory and Practice of Education. In the year 1908 he became 
Master of the Portsmouth Grammar School, and held his position till 1912, 
when he became Senior History and Senior English Master of the 
Grammar School at Bradford. Two years later he left Bradford to take 
over the Jewish House at Cheltenham, becoming at the same time 
Senior Eoglish and History Master of Cheltenham College, on its Military 
and Engineering side—the largest and most important of the three 
College sides (the other two sides are the Classical and the Modern). 
Since his arrival in Cheltenham he has been much in demand locally as 
a lecturer and speaker. He is President of the College Debating Society. 


Mr. Lipson occupied the old Corinth House for two years. In 
September, 1916, he was granted permission to buy the present Corinth 
House, which had previously been a College Boarding House and was 
known as Newick House—an establishment well equipped and rich in 
College traditions. Mr. Lipson received permission to take fifty-one 
Jewish boys, which is the present number; and from September, 1917, it 
has enjoyed the same status as other College Boarding Houses. The 
House has been full since September, 1918. For two years more it com- 
prised juniors as well as seniors, but since September, 1920 (at the 
request of the College authorities), it has been limited to seniors. 


Corinth House Distinctions. 


Uader Mr. Lipson’s House-Mastership Corinth House has had a 
distinguished career, and has contributed its fall share to the public- 
school life in Cheltenham College. At the present time it holds four 
College Caps—the Second Eleven Leagues’ Cricket Cup (won in 1921 and 
1922), the College Debating Society Cup (won in 1919, 1920, 1921, 1922, and 
1923), the Troughton Athletic Cup, won last year by the best individual 
competitor under sixteen years of age in the Athletic Sports, and the 
College Chess Cup, likewise won last year. 

It has a House Debating Soclety, which meets fortnightly in the winter 
and spring terms under the presidency of the Housemaster ; a House 
Literary Society, which meets weekly in the winter and spring terms for 
the reading of plays; a House Musical Society, which gives concerts every 
fortnight and at the end of term, and a House Dramatic Soclety, waten 
has produced “ H.M.5. Pinafore,” “The Mikado,” Galsworthy’s “Strife, 
and Drinkwater's “ Abraham Lincoln.” In games the House has been no 
less strenuous. It has 1st, 2nd, and 3rd Fifteens for Ragby football, two 
cricket elevens, and in rowing it has a boat in both the lst and 2nd. 
divisions. It also plays hockey, fives, and racquets, and has a platoon of 
its own in the College 0.T.C, 

Story of a Crisis. 


Such is the history of Corinth House and its distinguished Head. 
They point to its being a highly valuable asset to the College. Never- 
theless, since last July there has arisen a crisis which has led to the 
impending clousure of the Jewish House and Mr. Lipson’s resignation. 
The story of what has transpired may best be told in the following corres- 
pondence which has taken place between Mr. Lipson and the Bursar, on 
the one hand, and Mr. Lipson and the Headmaster on the other.

The ruling of the Council, which constituted Corinth House a 
College Boarding House, as from September, 1917, included the usual 
fifteen years’ tenure of a College Boarding House. or the retirement 
of the Housemaster at the age of 55. This was confirmed by the 
Council at their recent meeting on July 5th.

DEAR HEADMASTER, — Will you please bring this letter before the 
notice of Members of the College Council. 

The Bursar’s two letters arising out of the confirmation by the 
Council in July of the resolution of 1916 affecting Corinth House, 
and your subsequent conversation with me on the matter, have 
created a very difficult position for me. 

The Bursar assumes that by the resolution of 1916, my tenure 
of Corinth House was limited to fifteen years from September, 1917. 
This is the first intimation I have received that my tenure of the 
House was limited in this way. I have looked up Mr. Hunter's 
official letter informing me of the resolution of 1916. Among the four 
rules with regard to the House passed by the Council then, no men- 
tion is made of the fifteen years’ limit. If the Council had intended 
this important condition to be included, I feel I ought to have been 
definitely informed of it at the time. As no other member of the 
Staff is competent to occupy the position of Housemaster of Corinth 
House, one powerful reason for the fifteen years’ rule, as applied to 
pet College Boarding Houses, does not hold good for Corinth 

ouse. 

In our conversation you said you thought it probable that, on my 
retirement, no Jewish Housemaster would be appointed to succeed 
me. That would mean that the Jewish House, as at present con- 
stituted, would cease, or, in other words, the work to which I have 
devoted my life would be destroyed and end in failure. 

I ask that this act of injustice should not be committed. The 
Council many years ago accepted the principle of a separate Jewish 
House. On the strength of this decision, I have striven hard from 
small beginnings to build up a House that would be worthy of the 
College. I thought I had succeded and that the House would survive 
me. There is no need for me to prove in detail that Corinth House 
has endeavoured creditably to play its part in the life of the College 
or to emphasise the financial loss to the College—nearly £5,000 a 
year—should it be closed. 

The Council will understand that I have the right to know now 
what its policy is towards Corinth House. 
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Is it a fact that the Council will refuse to appoint a Jewish House. 
master to succeed me? If so, what will happen to boys left in the 
House at the time of my retirement? When will parents be informed 
of the Council's intentions and in what terms? 

It is obvious that a decision adverse to the continuance of the 
House would very seriously affect the maintenance of the House at 
full strength between now and the date of my retirement. I shoula 
have very carefully to consider my own position. To remain on 
as Housemaster of a House dwindling in numbers and doomed to 
extinction on my retirement, would be humiliating. I should have to 
decide whether I ought not at once to seek some other sphere of 
work, and attempt to achieve in some other way the success denied 
me here. At the age of thirty-six there would still be time for this. 
The prospect of being cart aside at forty-six, with all that the inter. 
vening years would mean, would not be inviting. I trust that the 
Council will not raise this painfal question for me. I seek nothing 
more than to continue to serve the College, and hope that the Council! 
will render it possible for me to do so. 

i ask the Council to consider the following suggestions :— 

1. In view of the fact that | was not informed that the fifteen 
years’ rule applied to Corinth House, I be allowed to hold Corinth 
House for a further fifteen years from now. 

2. The Council to agree to appoint a Jewish Housemaster to 
succeed me at Corinth House. 

To prevent any difficulties that might arise from the presence of 
two Jews on the Staff at the same time, I should be willing, if the 
Council adopted the above two suggestions, to resign my Master. 
ship in the College at the same time as my Housemastership. 

There is nothing, to my mind, unreasonable in these rroposals, 
which I trust the Council will see its way clear to accept. It is 
elementary justice that my work at Cheltenham should not be 
wantonly destroyed. 

I believe that with all the facts before it, the Council will not 
want to do so, but you will understand that, in view of recent develop 
ments, I am justified in asking how exactly how I stand.

FROM THE HEADMASTER, TO MR. LIPSON. 
My DEAR LIPSON, 

I have naturally re-read a good many times your long an con. 
sidered letter of September 19th, arising out of the Bursar’s notifica- 
tion to you that the Council had decided that Corinth House, by 
virtue of becoming a College Boarding House, was limited to a tenure 
of fifteen years by yourself. I have acquainted the Local Finance 
Committee with your letter, and they, of course, agreed with what 
you and I verbaliy proposed, namely, that [ should duplicate and 
circulate the letter to all members of the Council well before the 
December meeting. 

In such reply as it is proper for me to make without consulting 
the Council, I feel that we may leave out all questions of financia! 
results to the College, or to individual Masters, other than yourself, 
assuming that the Council will give careful consideration to these 
facts, in any case. 

Aslam sure you gathered in our two conversations, I do not 
myself feel that the decision of the Council, involving though it might 
the winding up of Corinth House, is “an act of injustice,” such as 
you describe it. I think it would be unjust if short notice had been 
given. But the fact that the question has been raised in 1922, when 
your tenure on the fifteen years’ basis would expire in 1932, seems 
to me to make all the difference. In fact, I have myself urged that 
the matter should be most thoroughly gone into now, if only for the 
reason that the maximum possible notice should be given. 

I do not think that you want any assuring that I allow the 
marked efficiency and success with which you have administered 
the House. I believe that you will recognise that my policy has been 
that if there is to be a Jewish House, it must, in all other respects 
than its religion, be as normal a College Boarding House as any otber. 
That is why I strongly recommended the exclusion of Juniors; the 
introduction of an Assistant House-Master; and bave done a great 
deal to ensure that the work missed on Saturdays by your boys should 
not impair the results of their work in general. It seems to me an 
extraordinarily efficient House, and to possess a spirit which is much 
beyond efficiency, manifestations of this being, for example, your 
dramatic performances. 

But though I am perfectly clear about that, and | believe that it 
is within your own knowledge, I feel bound to make clear to you on 
paper what I have explained to you verbally, that after three years’ 
observation I cannot feel it desirable to have almost one-tenth of the 
boys in the Senior School belonging to a religion which cannot take 
any part in the normal religious life of the College. In the last resort, 
our character as a school is not only expressed explicitly in the first 
statute of the College, but is, in actual fact, I am convinced, based 
on some conformity, within wide limits, to the principles and beliefs 
of Christianity. The co-existence of two religions in one institution 
must inevitably to my mind introduce a disintegrating principle, and 
whenever I have been asked by Members of the Council my views on 
that, I have made no secret of the view here expressed, 

Quite apart from the general question, which does not lie with 
me to decide. I strongly agree with you that you have every right to 
know now what is the present plan of the Council with regard to the 
future of your House; and, secondly, what detailed plan there is for 
the acceptance of entries now being made for Corinth House at some 
future date. For a definite answer on those two points, | am 
definitely asking the Council. 

If, for one reason or another, you cease to be a member of our 
Staff—and I hope that, in amy case, you would not contemplate 
retirement as early as your letter suggests—I personally feel 
completely convinced that there is an immense opportunity before 
you to do in the large, what all here know you have done so admirably 
in the small sphere. In other words you have provided here, for fifty 
boys at a time, exactly the form of school life and culture, together 
with the Jewish home life and influences that the very best feelings 
of your people demand. I seem clearly to see you doing that for four 
times, and eight times that number, when your sphere is independent. 

Whether we agree about these or other points or not, | am very 
grateful for the temper in which you have discussed the matter 
with me. |

Why Corinth House Will Close. 


It will be seen that, had Mr. Lipson so wished, Corinth House could 
have continued as a Jewish constituent of Cheltenham College, under 
Mr. Lipson, for another nine years, and that Mr. Lipson could have 
continued to act as Senior Eaglish Master in the College, even after his 
‘louse had been closed. From a business point of view this might have 
answered Mr. Lipson’s purposes very well indeed. But, as has already 
been intimated by Mr. Lipsonin the columas of the Jewish Chronicle, in 
the interests of the commuuity, and in order to retain his dignity and 
solf-respect as a Jew, he has decided to sever his connection and the 
c nnection of his House with the College entirely from July next, and to 
reopen the House as from September next as an indepsndent Jewish 
College on pablic school lines. Whatever financial sacrifices this may 
involve, there can be no question but that Mr. Lipson has chosen the only 
alternative to the failure of his life-work, which has been spent on build- 
ing up a vigorous Jewish House from small beginnings. What. has 
occurred is not of his seeking. Never was the House more intimately 
associated with the College than it is to-day. No one can read the corre- 
spondence which has passed without coming ‘to that conclusion. But, 
moreover and notwithstanding, the Council has adopted a wholly 
intolerant attitude in the matter. It has refused permission to Mr. 
Lipson to appear before it personally; just as Lord Lee of Fare- 
ham has refused to talk the matter over with Mr. Henriques. The 
whole question that has arisen palpably resolves itself intoa matter 
of religious prejudice on the part of the Council. I: is, perhaps, only 
fair to the Headmaster to say that he is not responsib's for creating this 
feeling, though he fully shares it and has done nothing to combat it. 
The religious views he expresses shed a strong confirmatory light on the 
letter of Mr. Edward M. Davis, M.A., of Cambridge, in the Jewish 
Chronicle, of March 7th, on “ Anti-Semitism atthe Public Schools,” which 
he describes as being “now rampant among the Headmasters and

The future of Jewish boys (other ‘than those at Clifton) for whom a 
public education is desired, will now rest with the community itself, 
If parents rally round Mr. Lipson, they will enable him to start his 
independent Jewish College on public school lines. Mr. Lipson’s new 
sphere of activity may then grow in course of time, as Cheltenham’s 
Headmaster foresees, to bo many times as large as it is to-day. He has 
the goodwill of his colleagues, and when he retires from the College he 
will carry with him their best wishes for his success.

JEWISH PARIS INSIDE OUT.

if one is fortunate enough to possess a new Parisian glove, with its 
smooth, pretty exterior, and happens to turn it inside out—one chances 
upon @ lining of rich, uncut velvet. This is the new fashion in gloves ; a 
quiet exterior-—-a rich, flaming velvet lining. 

Is it the fashion in men’s lives—and souls? Do they purposelessly don 
the smooth appearance, and reserve the tumult of their lives, the fever of 
their emotions for theirinside . . hidden souls? 

In Paris one wonders whether men havesouls. The varied life of the 
beautiful capital, with its countless cafés and places of pleasure—leaves 
little opportunity for soul exercise. 

If, however one bends one's steps toward the Temple Israé¢lite in 
the Rue de la Victoire for an eight-thirty morning service, or at four-thirty 
in the afternoon, one might catch a glimpse of many Jewish souls. 

It is exhilarating in these years of carnal living to find even a pro- 
portion of a population turning their thoughts towards religion. In the 
splendid sanctity of the Temple Israélite one is impressed with a rare 
quality of Jewish fervour, the absolute sincerity of their religious lives. 

No day is too severe, no hour too extreme for these devoted children 
uf Israel to serve their God. The holy quality of their service permeates 
one with joy. 

To one who has come from a Godless New York, where religious 
services, if they are to be attended at all, must conform to social hours 
and hours for pleasure; when one sees a large attendance at any Temple, 
only at holiday services, or on the “ Mourners’ Benches” . . . when, 
unless one happens to be a follower of a Reform Rabbi, who has freed 
his Temple from every trace of objectionable “Judaism,” when, one 
even then apologises for going to Temple by remarking . . . “It’smy 
Jahrzeit, or its Confirmation Day, or Yom Kippur!” I have yet to find the 
family in New York City, among the modern, up-to-date, stylish Jews, 
who include going to services as part of the weekly régime. 

There are many arguments for and against Reformed Judaism. It is 
not my purpose, now, to enter into any of them. I merely want to note 
the ever-increasing laxness of the Jews in the great cities of America on 
the part of their Reformed Religion. In the \“ Reforming,” could it not 
have been possible to have extracted all the substance, the rare, sweet 
kernel of absolute faith which Orthodoxy brings .. the fashion of giving 
one’s inner soul and heart and life to one’s faith? The fashion of finding 
no sacrifice to» severe, ao hour t90 inconvenient for the follower of 
Orthodoxy to bring his worship to his God. 

In the great Temples of Paris and in the small ones, one finds 
unswerving allegiance to the old rites and customs of the'faith. Women 
bring their children in implicit, unquestioning devotion;; and as they 
stand, faces t> tae East, with heart and lips merged into holy, devout 
unquestioning prayer to a God of Israel, who does not change with the 
fashions . . the observer becomes imbued with the enormous value of 
their Judaism; be it archaic or old-fashioned as its [modern reformers 
would so coldly deem it. 

It is tragic, in America, in many of. ‘the large cities .. . toone 
who, at least, wants to see the spirit of the faith observed .. . to 
note the ever-increasing call for style! Has a Rabbi any idea of the old 
hours of worship, he is shuaned and his Temple is empty. But let him 
choose a popular evening hour, or a Sunday morning, ‘when, having 
leisurely digested the sporting news of the day, aud at the end of a stroil 
down the Avenue (when one can see the new styles), one can drop into 
his Temple for au hour to hear politics or art or Egyptology or drama, 
with perhaps a Jewish hymn at the end to give the service some /abel, 
that Rabbi will bs popular and his‘hall well filled. But let him beware 
and go gently! If he be ever so careless, and let more than a few Jewish 
hymas slip in, or let him make too many references toJudaism . . 
he, too, will be on the black list, and his “ hall” deserted. And he will 
have to conjure up new devices to attract the crowd. 

Yes, the spirit of Jadaism in America must be stylish if it is to be 
adopted atali. Its sleevesmust be changed yearly and the length of its 
skirt. It mast have the “hall-mark ” of the latest fashion if one continues 
to follow it. And to journey over to the East Side where one sees men in 
Talith and high hats, or no hats at all, is an excursion into the aboriginal 
parts of the city where folks do not know how, to live. 

It is all very nice and appropriate to have one’s faith keep pace with 
the changing fashions in butlers, dresses, and theatres. After all, 
have reformed away “,respect for parents,” for marriage laws, for pc 
of faith. Why should we not Reform our Rabbis and expurgate the 
objectionable qualities from our Judaism ? 

One cannot refrain from wonder, however, about men’s souls. If we 
reform and reform and reform .. . do we not gradually reach the soul, 
and reform away its sanctity, its purity, its powers of great sacrifice? 
If we make no sacrifice for our faith, but force it to conform to our desires 
as we do all the other fuactions of our lives and our ménages, whatis to 
become of its soul, its kerael, its heart? If it is not worth the incon- 
venience of an early morving attendance or an hour at sunset, when we 
might let the pare rays of sunset and of God filterinto our worldly hearts} 
is it worth anything? Aud will its power have any potency in the future 
days of our existence? 

One wonders dimly about this power of sacrifice for a sacred rite. 
Was it not thissame verve which drove the flower of France to give its 
lite so willingly on the battlefields of blood-stained Somme and Marne? 
Was it not this same flower which made men live without bread in the 
bloody days of France’s Revolution? Is it not this same power which 
has always been the fuel for the eternal light of the Children of Israel ? 

And it we modernise and reform and expurgate away our powers of 
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sacrifice, the purity of our lives and our rites, if we force our religion into 
the fashions of the day, do we not, at the same time, lessen our strength, 
our heroism, our powers to worship and to sacrifice for the beauty of our 
faith ? 

If one could immortalise in paint or stone or marble, the little woman 
offering up her heart to God in the early morning hours in the Rue de la 
Victoire; if one could catch the vivid, burning, holy words as they wing 
from her soul to her God; if one could catch the notes of her beating heart 
a8 she pleaded for her dear one to her God, one would need no stronger 
brief for orthodoxy, no stronger or more powerful note for our religion 
as our fathers and our fathers’ fathers saw and loved and dreamed it. 

Yes, you may turn “Jewish Paris” inside out. “Jewish Orthodox 
Paris,” and you will find in the velvet lining of that smooth glove a heart 
as Valiant andas vivid as ever beat in David's time! 


The Revolutionary Movement in Bavaria. 
An Anti-Semitic Intrigue. 


[From our Correspondent.] BERLIN. 

A revolutionary movement of an extremely serious nature has just 
been discovered at Minich. The local authorities are publishing accouuts 
of the affair, but nobody in Berlin believes in their accuracy. At firsta 
harmless art-critic, Professor Fuchs, was named as leader cf the “ Putsch,” 
but everyone in Berlin and in Bavaria knows that the real instigators, 
who remain shrewdly behind the scenes, are the Monarchist anti- 
Semites, Generals Hylander and Ludendorff, both of whom have been 
working for a long time for the separation of Bavaria from Germany, and 
for a united Bavaria, Tyrol, and German-Austria. The means by which 
this act of treason is to be carried out is no less than a well- 
organised pogrom. Even now a “new attempt” is promised for next 
week, but it will prove unsuccessful as far asthe attempt at overthrowing 
the Government is concerned. The attempt is threatened only for the 
purpose of keeping the population excited, and to incite them against the 
Jews. To such an extent is anti-Jewish agitation being carried on that 
the authorities actually allege that the leader of the attempt to over- 
throw the Government is aJew. This means that a Jew is the leader 
ofthe anti-Semitic movement in Bavaria.

these machinations is a middle-aged coal merchant named Munk, whois | 


half German, half Czecho-Slovakian. Described by the reactionaries as 
a finance al magevate, he is, as a matter of fact, not even a successful 
lusiness man and entirely incapable of political machinations. 

A meeting was held here on Sunday of last week at which repre- 
sentatives of various Hebrew cultural institutions were present. It was 
decided to estabiish a Berlin Tarbuth organisation. A provisional com- 
mittee was appointed to unify the work of all the Hebrew cultural institi- 
tions in Berlin, and to advance the work of spreading Hebrew culture. 
Among the embers of the Committee are Dr. Victor Jacobsohn, Rabbi 
Dr. Emil Levi, and Messrs. 8. Ben Zion and 8. Pugatschow. 


A Berlin message received in Amsterdam says, according to the 
Exchange, that Ludendorff, who is at present staying in Berlin, has 
offered industrial circles his services in the industrial world, declaring 
that he has given up his Nationalist plans. The industrials have declined 
the offer, fearing new political complications. It is said that the cause 
of Ludendorff’s change of front is the diminution of his fame at Munich. 


East European Jews in Germany. 
—-> — 
An Anti-Semitic Campaign. 


A Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Berlin reports that the 
German National Party has introduced an interpellation into the Prussian 
Diet on the subject of the East European Jewsin Germany. The inter- 
pellation, which is in four parts, urges the Government (1) to carry out a 
census throughout the country in order to establish how many East 
European Jews there are at present settled in Prussia; (2) to declare what 
steps are being taken to stop the flood of immigration of East European 
Jews; (3) to declare what steps the Government intends to take in the 


future in this regard; and (4) to state whether it is true that the East 


European Jews are changing their names in large numbers in order to 
conceal their origin, many of them appropriating historic German names 
—a course which is an affront to the German people. 

The Reichstag has adopted a resolution introduced by the People’s 
Party, to billet refugees from the Ruhr, in the first place, in the houses 
and offices of foreign residents. The anti-Jewish Press declares openly 
that by “foreiga residents” are meant exclusively East European Jews. 


The Vienna Jewish Protest. 
International Anti-Semitic Meeting. 


FURTHER ANTI-JEWISH DISTURBANCES. 
[From our Correspondent, | VIENNA. 


The great Vienna dailies are all devoting important articles to the 
Jewish protest demonstration at the Town Hall, and welcome the pro- 
test resolution adopted by the meeting for submission to the Government. 
They all agree that it is essential to demand the resignation of the anti- 
Jewish Ministers, Dr. Frank, Dr. Waber, and Dr. Schmitz. Speaking 
with a representative of the Neue Wiener Tageblalt, Dr. Waber, the 
Minister for Justice, said the organisers of the protest demonstration had 
put themselves in the wrong. The authorities were doing everything in 
their power to stop the disturbances. “The attitude adopted by the 
organisers of the meeting,” concluded Dr. Waber, “certainly does not 
appear to me adapted to put a stop to the anti-Jewish movement.” 
Colonel Bauer, one of the principal associates in the “ Kapp Putsch ” 
fm Germany, has been staying for some days in Vienna. he Abend 
states that it has reliable information to the effect that Colonel Bauer is 
conducting negotiations with the Swastika organisations for a reorganisa- 
tion of the Pan-German students’ bodies on military lines. It is added 
that Colonel Bauer is acting on the instructions of General Ludendorff 
with a view to establishing an international organisation, including the 
Italian Fascisti, the “Awakening Magyars,” and the Ukrainian and Polish 
reactionary bodies, and summoning a conference of them all for the 
middle of this month in Ludwigshéhe. Vienna is said to have been 
chosen for the centre for the new organisation. 

During the debate in the Austrian National Assembly, the Socialist 
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deputy, Dr. Ellenbogen, raised the question of the law courts in Austria, 
pointing out that the Government was seoking by all means possible to 
fill judicial positions with persons of avowed anti-Semitic views. He 
cited the case of an excellently qualified candidate who had applied for 
a post as Judge in one of the Courts, and had been rejected only because 
he wasaJdew. At the same time, seven judges had been appointed, al! 
of whom were members of Swastika organisations. It is stated in many 
quarters that this course of action is being adopted by the direct orders 
of Dr. Waber, the Minister for Justice, who distinguished himself by 


his anti-Jewish policy in the Options question when he was Minister for 
the Interior. 


According to Jewish Correspondence Bureau cables from Vienna, the 
students at the Vienna University and Polytechnic have renewed their 
anti-Jewish terrorist activity. Jewish students are being prevented from 
entering the Polytechnic building. Pickets are placed everywhere along 
the road to bar all approaches, and scenes of violence have taken place, 
The anti-Jewish students have also attempted an assault upon the Zionist 
headquarters in the Zirkusgasse, but were driven off by the police. 

A blackboard has now been nailed up outside the Polytechnic, witha 
card attached announcing the decision of the Senate to enforce a numerus 
clausus against foreigners. No foreign student will be admitted in excess 
of ten per cent. of the total number of students at the Polytechnic. The 
limitation is directed especially against the Jews; Jews who are Austrian 
citizens will be equally effected by the decision, and will be included in 
the ten per cent. of foreigners. 

A number of students’ groups at the high schools have decided to 
adopt a policy of direct vidlence against all Jewish students, with a view 
to forcing the Senate of the University to introduce a numerus clausus 


Against the Jews throughout the Vienna University. 


Rumanian Students and the Jews. 
The Dissection Question. 


[From our Correspondent. } BUCHAREST. 


Although the Rumanian students have given an undertaking to drop 
the nwmerus clausus agitation against the Jews in order to secure the re. 
opening of the Universities, they declare that they intend to raise the 
demand again next year. They insist that Jewish students shal! not 
be allowed to dissect other than Jewish corpses, and that they will not 
be satisfied merely with the delivery of a number of Jewish corpses for 
general dissection purposes. The Federation of Rumanian Jews has 
issued a call to all Jewish communal organisations in Rumania, asking 
them to deliver up all Jewish corpses, which are not claimed by friends 
or relatives, for the purpose of dissection in the medical schools. 

Prince Contacucene, one of the most celebrated Rumanian authorities 
on international law, who resigned his professorship as a protest against 
the anti-Jewish movement at the universities, has stated his views on 
the numerus clausus in the course of an interview in the Dimineatu. The 
numerus clausus, he declares, is contrary to every conception of educa. 
tion. It would have the effect of reducing the number of intellectuals 
in the country, which would do incalculable harm to an agricultural State 
like Rumania. The only solation of the difficulty was for the State to 
give greater aid to the students’ welfare bodies, to build more colleges, 
hospitals, etc. With regard to the question of the dissection of Jewish 
corpses, he thought that the Jews would understand that it was not right 
to keep Jewish corpses from dissection, as it was essential that the 
dissection rooms should be sufficiently provided. 

The University library has been closed as a result of an attack on 
Jewish students by the anti-Semites. A similar outbreak occurred at 
the Seminary of Law, where five Jewish students were ejected. 


Passports Refused. 


The following cable has been received by the Jewish Corresponde ce 
Bureau trom its correspondent in Bucharest : 


A group of Jewish students have applied to the Prefecture for permits 


- to enable them to leave the country to pursue their studies at universities 


abroad. They have also asked the Minister for Education to give them 
certificates to show that they had left the Rumanian universities, so that 
they could enter a foreign university. Tbeir applications, however, have 
been refused. 

The Lupta states that the Minister for the Interior and the Minister 
for Education have agreed that no passports should be issued to students 
wishing to leave the country to continue their studies at foreign universi- 
ties. They fear that Jewish students who have suffered persecation at 
the Rumanian universities will spread abroad reports of the way in which 
Jewish students are being prevented from studying in Rumania. 


Latvia Rejects ‘Claneus. 
Jews in the Universities. 


[From our Correspondent. | RIGA. 


The Commission for education in the Latvian Sejm has had before 
it the question of introducing a numerus clausus against the Jewish 
students. On the motion of the Minister of Education a resolution was 
adopted, permitting Jews to be admitted to the high schools in excess of 
their proportion in the population, but compelling such students to pay 
special fees in addition to the usual fees. 

The anti-Semitic students have declared a twenty-four hours’ strike 
as a protest against the refusal of the Chamber of Deputies to introduce 
a numerus clausus for Jews in the universities. They are also arranging 
a petition for a referendum on the subject. They contend that although 
there are only 5 per cent. of Jews in the total population of Latvia, there 
are 15 per cent. of Jews in the University. On the other hand, they 
allege that the proportion of Jewish soldiers in the army does not exceed 
2 per cent. 

as the last meeting of the Latvian Sejm, the Minister of Education 
alleged that both parties were to blame for the anti-Jewish movement. 
He accused the Jewish students of not being patriotic. The Jewish 
deputies protested against the Minister’s allegations. 

A conference has jast been held here of the Zeire Agudath Israel in 
Latvia. A number of resolutions were adopted, among them one calling 
for a world conference of the Agada, and another calling for funds 
for the “ Binyan Haaretz.”

quota is already filled and no fresh visas will be granted till July Ist, 
they are unable to proceed, and their situation is growing desperate. 
The Libau Jewish community has not yet been able to do anything yet 
on their behalf. 

It is announced that the works of the Jewish composer, B. bL. 
Rasowsky, will be published here shortly. Mr. Rasowsky was chief 
Jantor in Riga for nearly fifty years. He was the first Jewish student at 
the Petrograd Conservatoire, and several of his works are well known in 
Russia. The publication will be under the editorship of his son, who is 
the director of the Jewish Conservatoire in Riga. 


The Soviet Anti-Religious Campaign. 
Attack on the Passover. 


The Emess, on the 25th of February, publishedan article over the 
signature A. Mereschin, calling upon the Jewish workers to conduct an 
intensive campaign against the observance of Passover, and urging that 
both senior and junior workmen's organisations should participate in the 
campaign by means of meetings, lectures, etc. The articie furnishes a 
good idea of the nianner in which the anti-religious campaign of the 
Soviet authorities is being conducted. It declares that the Jewish 
workmen must be filled with disgust at the “entire stink (sic) involved in 
the Passover ritual.” It describes the Passover observances as filled with 
“naturalistic and religious superstition.” ‘“ When we recall,” the writer 
_ concludes, “our achievements in the fight against Yom Kippur, we must 
resolve that a like result shall be attained in this case.” 


Mr. Bernard Friedmann and the Jewish Ministry. 
Lithuanian Government's Action. 
[From our Correspondent. KOVNO. 


Practically all the officials at the Ministry for Jewish Affairs in 
Lithuania have tendered their resignations as a protest against the 
appointment of Mr. Bernard Friedmann as Minister. The Government, 
however, has declined to accept the resignations, and has ordered all the 
officials to continue to carry out their duties. . 


At the second sitting of the Jewish National Council, resolutions were 
adopted protesting against the appointment of Mr. Friedmann, and 
describing him as “an open enemy fighting against the Jewish national 
rights,” and expressing complete confidence in the Jewish members of the 
Sejm who have boycotted the new Minister. 


Jewish Deputies and the Lithuanian Sejm. 


Attempt to Overthrow Government. 

According to a J: wish Correspondence Bureau cable from Kovno, the 
Jewish Deputies, incensed at the appointment of Mr. Friedmann as 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, have decided to return to the Lithuanian 
Sejm in order to strengthen the opposition, with a view to forcing the 
Government to resign, which would mean also the resignation of Mr. 
Friedmann. The composition of the Sejm makes it possible for three 
Jewish Deputies, particularly if the Polish Deputies also return to the 
Sejm, to give the Left bloc a majority. 

The first participation of the Jewish Deputies in a division has already 
given an adverse vote to the Government, but it is not yet certain whether 
the Government will consider this vote sufficiently serious’ to compel its 
resignation. 


Hungarian ‘Students’ Congress. 


Women’s Organisations Combine. 


[From our Correspondent.) BUDAPEST. 

The congress of Hungarian students, held in Budapest recently, 
showed a marked hostility to the Jews. Bavarian and Austrian dele- 
gates took part in the proceedings, and the Government sent a special 
representative to the Congress. Resolutions were adopted thanking the 
Government for its adherence to the numerus clansus regulations in the 
universities, and proclaiming the solidarity of the anti-Semitic students 
of various countries against the “common enemy,” the Jews. The 
Congress requested the Hungarian Government to introduce a numerus 
clausus for Jewish holders of diplomas of foreign universities, in order to 
prevent an influx from abroad of Jewish doctors, lawyers, and engineers. 

Hungarian women, on the other hand, have taken a definite step 
towards improving the relations between the various creeds in the 
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country. The Catholic, Protestant, and Jewish Leagues of Women have 
formed a joint Executive, on which the Red Cross is also represented, fo, 
active co-operation in all social and charitable work. The League of 
Jewish Women is represented on the new Executive by Mme. Baracs. 

Mr. Moritz Mezei, the Jewish deputy, has just celebrated his eighty. 
seventh birthday. Mr. Mezei has been one of the staunchest workers for 
the emancipation of theJewsin Hungary. Notwithstanding his advanced 
ages he is still active, and frequently contributes to the Hungarian Jewish 

ress. 

Among the Hungarian reactionaries sentenced at Bucharest to ten 
years’ imprisonment for complicity in the plot against the King of 
Rumania is Lieut. Hejjas, the notorious leader of the Budapest anti. 
Semites. The Lieutenant is, however, in Hungary, and it is regarded as 
extremely improbable that the Government will deliver him into 
Rumanian hands. 


Jewish Students’ and Polish Schools. 
Numerus Clausus for Trade Demanded. 
[From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 

The anti-Semitic press has started a campaign for the introduction 
of a numerus clausus for. Jews in the secondary schools. It alleges that 
there are 135,000 Catholic and 49,000 Jewish pupils in these schools. 
Further statistics are published by the anti-Semites giving details of the 
numbers of Jewish students at the Warsaw University. It is claimed 
that altogether 2,738 Jews attend lectures at the University, forming 
32°25 per cent. of the total number of students; 428 give Yiddish as their 
mother tongue, and 322 Hebrew. In the Medical Faculty, Jews form 
approximately 50 per cent. of the students; in the Faculty of Law, 27 
per cent; inthe Pharmaceutical Faculty 24°75 percent ; in the Veterinary 
Faculty, 30°5 per cent., and in the Faculty of Philosophy, 41°75 per 
cent. 

The parties of the Right have introduced into the House a Bil! 
providing thatin granting trade concessions and contracts, a percentage 
normal for the various nationalities should be established. The bill is 
designed to ensure that only when the “ pure Poles” have been granted 
the number of concessions and contracts due to them will “fit persons ” 


_of other nationalities be entitled to receive any. 


Deputy Rabbi Dr. Thon has been invited to accept the post of Chief 
Rabbi of Warsaw rendered vacant by the resignation of Professor Shor. 


The Refugees in Poland. 


Jewish Motion in the Sejm. 


A Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Warsaw reports that the 
Jewish deputies, supported by some of the Socialist deputies, have 
introduced a motion into the Sejm on the subject of the’ refugees in 
Poland. It is stated in the motion that the greater part of the Jewish 
refugees—altogether 70,000 persons—who were in Poland have now left 
the country, and in all probability the 15,000 who are still left will also 
emigrate, provided they are granted the necessary facilities for leaving 
the country. The motion calis upon the Sejm to postpone the date of 


' expulsion to September Ist, and to issue to the emigrants special! passports 


to enable them to go to the countries of their choice. The Administrative 
Committee of the Sejm has fixed the debate for early in April. Deputy 
I. Grtinbaum will present the motion to the Sejm. 


Jugo-Slavian Government and the Jews. 


Allegation of Anti-Semitism Denied. 


The Secretary to the Legation of the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats, 
and Slovenes, London, writes to contradict the statement, published in 
the Jewish Chronicle of November 10th last, that the Jugo-Slavian Govern. 
ment, in accommodating the Russian refugees, requisitions the residences 
of Jews, whenever houses are required, and orders the tenants to vacate 
the premises within two days. 


Jew Charged with Aiding Ford 
Material for Anti-Semitic Articles. 
{From our Correspondent.) NEW YORK. 
Charges are made against Albert Bailin, alias Balinow, of having 


supplied the material on which Henry Ford's Dearborn Independent 


based its anti-Jewish articles. Bailin has refused to answer all questions 
put to bim on the subject. Itis stated that while supplying material to 
Ford, Bailin also sold duplicate reports to Norman Hapgood, who used 
them as the basis for articles on “Jewmania,” published in Hearst's 
International Magazine. 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 


Haluzim in Poland to Evacuate the Country. 


Urgent cables have been received by the Federation pointing out the 
desperate situation of the Haiuzim in Poland, who are threatened, in 
connection with the new Order, with being deported back to the Ukraine. 
There are 400 Haluzim, it is stated, who have all the necessary docu- 
ments to leave the country and to enter Palestine; the only obstacle is 
the shortage of funds for their passages. The Federation dealt with this 
question at a special meeting held of last week, and resolved to grant the 
sum of £500, to be utilised exclusively for passages for these Haluzim. 


Refugees in Batoum. 

The Federation has also received a cable appeal from Chief Rabbi 
Bidjerano, President of the Jewish Refugees Committee in Constantinople, 
stating that the situation in Batoum is most critical, and that refugees are 
fleeing to Constantinople. All of them are exhausted, sick, and starving. 
The Federation has granted £100 for the relief of the refugees in Batoum. 


Foreign and Dominion News Items. 


ACCORDING to a Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Warsaw, & 
Committee of local Jewish communal workers has been formed in that 
city for the purpose of taking over_the activity hitherto conducted in 
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Poland by the Joint Distribution Committee, which is now liquidating its 
work in the country. 

RABBI PRIZENTEVSRY, the Zionist candidate, has been elected Chief 
Rabbi of Lovitch (Poland). 

THE Communists at Minsk have decided to convert the Great Syna- 
vogue into a Workmen's Club. 

An epidemic of typhus and lung diseases has broken ont in the 
province of Nikolaieff, and is causing grave alarm. 

A Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Warsaw reports that the 
Minister of Education has promised to issue instructions to all Polish 
echools that Jewish pupils are to be excused from writing on Saturdays. 

THERE are 1,200 students at the Polish University, Warsaw, of whom 
i0°9 per cent, are Jews. 

THE Joint Distribution Committee has distributed in Russia since 
August, 1921, about seventeen million dollars. 

ANTI-SEMITIC demonstrations have occurred at Czernowitz. Demands 
were made that the Jews should be deprived of all rights in the country. 

ACCORDING to a Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable trom Kovno, the 
Lithuanian Sejm has rejected @ proposition for appointing one Jewish 
Secretary to the Sejm. The news was received with enthusiasm by the 
anti-Semites, who organised a demonstration against the Jews.

An International Jewish Burial Ground.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sin,—Sauntering the other day round the Jewish Cemetery of Nice I 
was particularly struck by its international character, the like of which 
can hardly be existent anywhere else, inasmuch as it reflects in a 
melancholy manner the cosmopolitan nature of the town itself. The 
inscriptions on the gravestones, among which I noticed, curiously enough, 
some without any Hebrew writing whatever, indicate in a number of 
languages, including French, English, Italian, German, Russian, etc., that 
underneath them are at rest persons from all countries in the world. I 
was rather surprised to see that so many of them came from England, 
including a Rothschild, born in London in 1850, and a lady born in 
Colchester in 1790: A pathetic inscription, suggesting a stormy life, or 
one similar to that of Stevenson, reads: “ Edw. Em. Berlandina, born in 
London, 1851. Travellerin many lands. Weary and exhausted he sank 
at Nice, 1903.” It also interested me to see that several of those buried 
there came from Rumania, being members of families who are known to 
me, by pame at least. I was much touched by the following German 
words on one of the tombstones, the farewell of loving parents to a 
departed young child: “ Warum so friih ins Grab sank unser Gliick 
hinab? In Liebe werden wir vereint wenn uns die Sonne nicht mebr 
scheint.” 

As I observe that all German inscriptions over banks, shops, etc., have 
been visibly erased all over France, evidently one of the consequences of 
the late war, the fact that those over graves have been allowed to remain 
is just one of those human touches which make the whole world kin.

Jewish Instruction in Johannesburg.

Sin,—Johannesburg readers of your esteemed journal were greatly 
puzzled by certain statements with regard to Jewish education in this 
town which were made by Dr. Manfred Nathan to your interviewer and 


published in your issue of the 15th December. 

Dr. Nathan deplores the lack of a central educational body and seems 
to be unaware that a Jewish School Board has existed here for a con- 
siderable time, which is composed of delegates from all the Johannesburg 
congregations. The Board was instituted by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. L. 
Landau, who presides over its deliberations. Its curriculum has been 
adopted by most Jewish educationalists in town and country. 

A few years ago there were only two Talmud Torabs in Johannesbarg. 
Now, in addition to these, which are situated in Wolmarans and Fords- 
burg, there are similar schools in many suburbs, including Doornfontein, 
Broomfontein, Jeppestown, Ferreira, Ophirton, Bertrams, aud La Rochelle. 
The new synagogue now being erected in Yeoville will also have Hebrew 
Classrooms. All the teachers at these schools are fully qualified, and 
the progress made by their pupils has given much satisfaction. 

It is an undeserved slur upon these men, and all who have done so 
much for the cause, to imply that Jewish education in Johannesburg has 


been so greatly neglected.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


S1r,—I notice with much expectant interest how the novel Friday 
Eve Service urged by Mr. 8. J. Henochsberg in your columns of January 
5th has been highly championed in your editorial comments in the 
following issue now to hand. To me it appears that this question bids 
fair to develop into a live issue, a pressing problem—yea, into a“ complex 
reflex” to vex or perplex British Jewry. Here, in America, the land of 
opportunity as well as of opportunism, it has passed far out of the realm 
of debate, and even far beyond the experimenting stage, so far as the non 
orthodox section of our people is concerned. It is an established institu- 
tion in the Conservative no less than in the Reform temples, so thata 
discussion such as that which is probably about to break loose among 


you would be practically an absurdity in these parts. Rather might 
one with reason initiate a discussion as to the success or failure of 
this innovation from one’s actual experience thereof as a fait accompli, 
which, by the way, is a timely hint that there is abundant room and 
reason for such questioning. 

Consequently, I would have to differ with you strongly when you 
declare that “there is no reason worth talking about for the holding of 
the services only at the precise moment when dusk falls and the Sabbath 
prevails.” For to my mind this matter should be studied from two 
angles. One is the desire of drawing large crowds, and “ bringing home 
to them the charm and the beauty of the Friday night service, a service 
so full of the poetry and spiritual conception,” etc., as stated by Mr. 
Henochsberg. The other, which I believe to be the decisive considera- 
tion, is the bearing the Friday eve service has upon the actual observance 
of the seventh day as the Sabbath day. | 

And now we are coming at closer quarters with the subject. 

Clearly, thosein whose beha)f you enter your earnest plea are chiefly 
“those large numbers who now never think of attending the service on 
that solemn occasion, and who possibly cannot (or will not) attend on 
Sabbath mornings,” but who, asa result of the proposed readjustment, 
“would be induced to become worshippers on Sabbath eve at the 
synagogues.” 

If so, both you and your correspondent are concerned merely with 
providing the synagogue with more Friday night worshippers, leaving the 
sore problem of Sabbath observance to fend for itself. Then, in effectat 
least, the willing or unwilling inability of those large numbers to attend 
services on Sabbath morning—which in the majority of cases implies 
desecration of the Sabbath—is tolerantly overlooked in the consolation 
derived from inducing them to spend an hour on the previous hallowed 
eve and enjoy the charm and beauty of the service, and also the short- 
ness of the “message” delivered by the minister-preacher. Yet, 
_ paradoxically enough, you maintain that “the Friday evening service 
instead of being what it is now, would become worthy of being a true 
reception of the Sabbath bride”! 

How would it so become? By postponing her reception? By grace- 
fully bidding her farewell at the conclusion of that charming and beautiful 
service? Surely, when we get enthused over the “poetry and the 
spiritual conception seen in that service and loved by our forefathers,” 
may we forget that the Sabbath bride received at their hands infinitely 
wore than a set dose of platonic love? Or that they were not content 
with just childishly throwing her a kiss? 

You beseech us to be practical in this matter. Ofa truth, modern 
conditions compel us to be practical in all matters. But, may I ask, of 
what practical value to us as loyal Jews is it to condense the tremendous 
import of a twenty-four hour Sabbath—and a Jewish Sabbath at th:t,— 
down to one poetry-filled service or short address, however eloquent? 
It is as little practical as it is logical and consistent with that Jewish 
tradition which you, as an organ, bave all along so»uniquely upheld aud 
aggrandised. 

Further, you refer to Mr. Zangwill’s characterisation in his “ Children 
of the Ghetto.” Yes, but it is he who has been advocating in your 


bush on a Friday night! In other words it would bea Sabbath Lehabdil! 
Also, is it not strange for Mr. Henochsberg to begin his letter by referring 
to the “ Great Synagogue as in certain others on Friday evenings where 
devout and crowded cong-egations worship, etc., etc.,” and then to veer 
off into the West End where, “at present Friday night services ”"—apart 
from Saturday morning—"“are practically a dead letter,” and thereon 
build his case? It is this very gaping contrast between the East End 
and the West End in respect of Friday night attendance, which proudly 
and regretfully points to the observance by the former and the non- 
observance by the latter of the seventh day as the Jewish Sabbath. 


Why is the Friday night service a dead letter? Because the precept 
of Sabbath observance is a dead letter. Why does that same service 
elsewhere possess charm and poetry and spiritual conception? Simply 
because there the Sabbath bride is a real personage! And so, why still 
further complicate the prevailing malady of religious inconstancy by 
giving way to palliative compromises? It will be sufficient if we are as 
practical as the Jews of the Kast End, the East Side,etc. I havein mind 
the Institute in Mulberry Street, under the direction of Dayan A. Feldman, 
which draws a capacity audience every Friday night in winter, where 
lectures on Jewish topics are well given and well taken. I have in mind 
the Friday evening Forum gatherings in New York. Such is the Jewish 
way, and therefore the most practical and the most desirable one. Let 
us not exaggerate the importance of the Friday night service to the 
disservice of the Sabbath as a whole. 

In conclusion, allow me to quote from a very significant letter that 
appeared in a recent issue of the American Hebrew in New York in 
connection with the Golden Jubilee Convention of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, brought to a close a week ago: 

‘*The Reform movement . . fearful of the orthodox tendencies of the 
large mass of Jewry of later immigration, anxious to attract them and gain their 
support, has by expediency adopted a compromise policy that permits the 
narrower, traditional practices a false precedence over the broader, idealistic 
principles of propheticteaching. Willit dare to take one step forward, just 
one? That one step forward which it must take in the name of truth is the 
recognition of a Sabbath for American Jews. So much does observance of religious 
practice rest on the Sabbath idea that it is time leaders in Reform Judaism 
opened for honest discussion the question : Which day is in fact the American 
Jewish Sabbath? The traditionalists will of course be horrified that any such 
question should be raised. They have become 80 accustomed to piously ushering 
in on Friday night a Sabbath that is observed only by rabbis, children, * ladies’’ 
of the leisure class, and retired business men that they forget that the Sabbath 
was ever intended for those who toil. Under the present regime of Sabbath 
observance, will the synagogue ever come to be a‘: house of prayer of all 
peoples’’? What isthe step forward that American Judaism must decisively 
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Westminster Jews’ Free School. 
DEPLETED FUNDS. 


The annual meeting was held on Thursday of last week at the Schoo). 
Mr. C. G. Montefiore, President, was in the Chair. 
Mr. P. 8S. WALEY, Treasurer, in moving the adoption of the accounts, 


said that they had been able to make both ends meet by the sale of £200 
War Loan, which had enabled them to pay off their overdraft at the Ban\ 
and conclude the year with a small cash balance, although they had 
liabilities in excess of this amount. The only way they could keep 
above water was by sellinginvestments. Their income had been swolley 
by a handsome anonymous donation of £100. By a rearrangement of 
some of their securities they had obtained an additional income of £7) 
perannum. Their deficit was due to the expenditure in respect of the 
Hebrew and Religion Classes, which cost £1 a day. They could not 
increase the number of subscribers, and found it impossible to replace the 
old subscribers who died. They asked for increased communal support 
every year, but he was afraid their appeal fell on deaf ears. He did not 
know whether they would receive an increased grant from the Centra! 
Committee for Jewish Education, which last year contributed £90 towards 
the upkeep of their classes. He expressed the hope that old pupils, some 
of whom had done very well, would come to the aid of the School, and 
thereby show their gratitude for the education they bad received there. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the annual report, 
said that the School was attended by 240 boys and 221 girls, 
some of whom came considerable distances, which showed that 
the reputation of the School was well maintained. The Hebrew 
and Religion Classes were attended by practically all the children. 
They involved a considerable expense, although the teachers were 
not over-remunerated. An infants’ class had been established in the gir!s 
department, and girls were now received from the age of five. That was 
& great advantage. They were unable, however, to open a full infants’ 
department, in consequence of lack of accommodation. An experiment 
in the Dalton method of individual work was being made in the upper 
classes with much success. The “house” system had been introduced, 
the school being divided into four “ houses.” A “social hour” was held 
once a week, at which the children did “hobby” work. Seventy-six 
pounds had been contributed by the children towards the London Schools’ 
Hospital Drive. Mr. Young, the only non-Jewish teacher, had retired 
after 28 years’ service. He (the President), paid a tribute to the work 
of the head teachers, Mr. Whitehill and Miss Maccoby. The latter had 
abundantly justified her selection as Headmistress, and had endeared 
herself to the Committee, Managers, and children. The school genera!!y 
was in a healthy and flourishing condition. 

The Hon. Officers were re-elected. 


Commercial Road Talmud Torah. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annua! meeting was held last Saturday evening at the Talmud 
Torah, Christian Street. Mr. H. Solomons was in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated the supporters of the Institution on its 
continued progress. The educational standard was one of which they al! 
might feel proud. The report of the examiner, the Rev. I. Brodie, BA., 
B. Litt., was very satisfactory. The administration of the Talmud Torah 
was excellently carried on by a set of devoted workers under the leader. 
ship of Mr. L. Lefkowitz, the Principal. Those who knew the good work 
Mr. Lefkowitz did for the classes need not be further convinced, but 
to those who were not so closely associated with his work, he (the 
Chairman) would point out that Mr. Lefkowitz had undertaken to arranye 
that the clerical duties in connection with the Talmud Torah should 
be done without any charge on the funds. Mr. Joseph Lefkowitz, the 
Principal's son, had devoted his leisure hours to perform the office work 
required, and thus the sum of £180 had been saved in salaries. The 
London County Council had threatened the Institution with the with. 
drawal of the proceeds of Sunday cinema entertainments, which, if carried 
into effect, would plunge the financesintochaos. Heappealed for greater 
material, as well as financial,support. During the year Capt. I. Fredman 
had interested himself in the work of the Institution. 


Mr. J. KAHAN, the Treasurer, in presenting the balance-sheet, said 
that the item of salaries, viz., £1,394 out of a total expenditure of £2,068, 
served to show that the administration of the classes was carried on ata 
minimum expenditure. On the other band, it was one of the principles 
of that Institution to base the salaries of the teachers on as high a level 
as possible. They had before them the difficult task of providing a new 
building, which was so essential for the progress of the classes. It wasa 
great task, but the Committee would overcome the difficulty, regardless of 
sacrifice. He hoped that they would obtain the assistance that was 
required for that work. He moved a resolution to the effect that the 
Principal be appointed for life, and spoke of the gratitude they and the 
Jewish public owed to Mr. Lefkowitz for his indefatigable services. 

Mr. M. SoLoMONS, Vice-President, seconded the motion, which was 
supported by the CHAIRMAN, and carried by acclamation. 

Mr. L. LEFKOWITZ, in expressing his thanks, said he would be 
encouraged by the appreciation of his labours. 

On the motion of Mr. SLIPMAN, the Hon. Officers and Committee 
were re-elected en bloc. A canvassing committee was formed to obtain 
further financial help. Votes of thanks were accorded to the teaching 
staff, the Ladies’ Society, and the Synagogue Committee for their services. 


Last week a Purim treat was provided for the pupils by the directors 
of the Palaseum Picture Palace. An excellent programme was arranged, 
and refreshments were distributed to the pupils. Several members of 
the Ladies’ Society assisted at the function.

ANNUAL MEELING OF YEHIDIM. 


The annual meeting of the Yehidim was held on Sunday. 

Vestry Room, Henesge Lane. Mr. Eustace A. LINDO presided. 

A vote of congratulation was passed to Mr. J. Genese on bis election 
as Mayor of Hackney. 

; er “Speech” of the Mahamad and the annual accounts were 
adopted. 

Mr. J. P. FERNANDEZ moved that a fee be charged for the setting of 
all tombstones in future. He said that this might be a means of be! ping 
the flaances of the congregation, and assisting to provide for the upkeep 
of the cemetery. 

Mr. E. C. D. EZRA seconded the motion. 

Mr. A. ISAAO8, while expressing pleasure at the fact that the motion 
was prompted by adeeire to help in securing increased funds, said that 
it could not possibly be carried out. The salvation of the congregation 
lay with the living members and not with the dead ones. They must 
derive support from tbe good will of the members and not from tombstones. 

The motion was defeated. 

Mr. FERNANDEZ thereupon moved that a rental of £50 should be 
charged to the Milamay Park Synagogne for the use of their prewiser. 
He said that the Mildmay Park property was valued at £1,200 a year, and 
the congregation only paid a nominal rental of £1. The attendance was 
dwindling, and the synag ‘gue was only attended by a small number of 
Yehidim. Frequently the neighbourhood had to be scoured for minyan. 
He read 4 letter from Mr. J. N. Nabarro suggesting that an enquiry 
should be held as to whether the synagogue had not outliv: d its 
usefulness; if so the property should be sold and the proceeds applied to 
other purpores. 

Mc. J. D. ISRAEL seconded the motion, for the purpose of allowing 
discnasion. 

Mr, 5. ROMAIN opposed the motion. He said that the synagogue was 
established in 1587, and a graut of £20 a year was paid, which was 
increased to £50 in 1891. Iv 1901 the property was purchased and the 
congregation paidaren:alof £1. He suggested that Mr. Fernandez was 
animated by personal animosity against the present caretaker. 

Mr. Fernandez ladiguantly denied that there was anything personal 
in his «motion. 

Mr. ROMAIN said that the house was let to a Mr. Bensusan, who acted 
as Shammas and collector aud dida great deal for the little congregation. 
Mr. Fernandez was piqued, because a motion he had introduced to raise 
the rent had been defeated. There were eighteen Yehbidim using the 
synagogue which accommodated eighty or ninety persous on the high 
festivals. I6 was also attended by the pupils of the Townley Castile 
Kehool. The congregation was quite unable to pay a £50 rental. 

Mr. A. ISAACS said that there were many former members of the 
Mildmay Park Sypagogue who had become useful members of the congre- 
gation, end 16 would be a mistake to try to smother this little synagogue. 

Mr. POLITI said that the synagogue wasa cradie. He himself bad 
nineteen gravdcbildren—(laughter)—and his fam:ly was on the increase. 
He had been President for over sixteen years, and whenever he wanted 
to retire they increased his wages. (Laughter.) Mr. Fernandez was out 
for kabod and was annoyed because he could not get it. He urged that 
they sbould not interfere with that little congregation. 

Mr. A. MONTEFIORE said that this was a swail congregation struggling 
to keep its head above water. They ought not to consider the question 
of the provision of religious worsbip on a cash basis. 

Mr. ISRAEL said that had he known the facts of the case he would 
mot have seconded the motion. 

The motion was defeated by 18 to 4. 

Mr. G. DELG DO moved a vote of thanks to the Committee, which 
was engaged in coaserving the congregational records, and he paid a 
special tribate to the work of Dr. Lione: Barnett in this connection. 

The vote was carried by acclamation. 

Dr. L. D, BARNETT said that the Committee took their work very 
seriously. They looked upon the history of the past as a stimulus for the 
future. They were prep:ring a catalogne of the records. Io connection 
with their work their colleague, Mr. Wiifred Samuel, bad read a paper 
before the Jewish Historical Society in which he had proved conclusively 
the fact that their former synagogue, the one which preceded Bevis 
Marks, had been located,in 1657, in a house in Creechurch Lape, and 
later expanded to two. He hoped that the paper would shortly be 
published by the Society. 

Mr. M. A. N. LInbDo said that they very much appreciated the work 
done by the Committee, especia'ly by Mr. Samuel in connection with the 
old cemetery at the back ofthe Beth Holim. 


Spanish and Portuguese Schools. 


IMPENDING CLOSING. 


Announcement has already been made in these columns of the 
impending closing of tye Villareal and National Jews’ School in Thraw) 
Street, Spitalfields. The matter was dealt with at Wednesday’s meet- 
ing of the Education Committee of the London County Council, when the 
following report of one of its sub-Committees was presented : 


The secretary of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue has informed us 
that the Board of Elders, the owners of the premises in which the Villareal and 
National Jews’ non-provided school ( Whitechapel and St. George’s) is carried on, 
have given the managers of the schoo! notice to terminate their tenancy of the 
premises. We have ascertained from the managers that ry are not willing to 
continue the tenancy on the terms required by the Board of Eiders, viz., a rent 
of £600 a year, plus al! outgoings. This school was erected in 1897 by the Elders 
of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue for the porpose of educating the 
children of the congregation, and for some years the managers of the school 
paid to the Board of Kiders a nominal rent of £1a year in respect of the use of 
the premises. This rent was increased to £50 a year in 1910. There has been a 
rapid decrease in the number of the children belonging to the commanity for 
whom the schoo! was originally established, and it was found that in 1920, ont 
of a total roil of 319, only nine children be!onged to the congregation in question. 
In these circumstances, in view of the fact that the school had ceased to serve 
its origina! purpose, the Board of Elders gave notice to the managers to terminate 
the tenancy. 

his notice was originally due to expire on 25th December, 1922, but the 
managers subsequently intimated that they had decided to keep the school open 
until 8ist March. 1922, 

There are places available in neighbouring schools for all children now on 
the ro!! of the Villareal school, and arrangements will accordingly be made for 
the children to be transferred at the end of the present term. The Board of 
Education have been informed of the proposed closing of the School, It will be 
necessary to inform the Finance Committee. We recommend : 

hat the Villareal and Natioval Jews’ non-provided schoo! be not main- 
tained by the Council after the end of the Easter holidays, 1923; and that 
the Council be recommended accordingly.

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Art and Artists. 


Mr. L. PILICHOWSKI., 


The first thing that strikes a visitor to the exhibition of Mr. Ll. 
Pilichowski's paintings and etchings, now being held at his studio, 7, Hill 
Road, Abbey Road, is the extraordinary variety of the works shown—a 
variety not only of subjects, but of treatment and of media. It becomes 
a matter of interest to discover what there is in common between these 
widely differing pictures, what are the essentials of Pilichowski’s art. 

Virst, it is typically Jewish, Jewish in conception and in execution, 
and it is hardly an exaggeration to say that one can detect the Jew even 
in Mr. Pilichowski’s landscapes ; secondly, there is the almost invariable 
use of symbolism, which is apparent even when the meaning of the 
symbol is not altogether clear. 

Of the specifically Jewish pictures, excellent examples are ‘Sons of 
the Talmud "’ (No. 2), “A Wedding Feast in Poland " (No. 3), and a small 
but very effective study, “ The Shopkeeper” (No. 8). Then, of course, 
there is the great work, “ Daughters of Israel” (No. 1), showing the 
women’s gallery of a synagogue, in which the colouring is exceptionally fine, 
Among the pictures of other than Jewish subjects, “Nocturne” (No. 5) 
is a very fine study, and other pictures that are not easily forgotten are 
“The Tiger's Bride” (No, 21), “On the Watch” (No, 43), a “Study in 
Expression” (No. 45), and “Moscovitch as ‘Shylock’” (No. 46). A 
memorable landscape, in the impressionist vein, is “ The Storm ” (No. 20), 
in which the effect of wind amongst the trees is well indicated. 

The portraits form a striking collection, and here, too, Mr. Pilichowski 
seeks rather to express the characteristics of the sitter than to produce a 
mere photographic delineation of features. The portrait of Nordau (No. 
63) is an impressive one, perhaps recalling Nordauthe Gaon rather than 
Nordau the Zionist. There is an excellent pastel of Einstein (No. 51), 
which was reproduced in the Jewish World of December 8th last. 
Perhaps the two most effective portraits are those of Zangwill (No. 55) 
and Sokolow (Nod. 54), in both of which the artist makes full use of 
accessories to bring out the character of the sitters. 


The Chief Rabbi's Injunctions for the 
Eve of Passover. 
From Rabbi Dr. Victor Schonfeld: 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


S1n,—The “ Ecclesiastical Authorities” published in your last issue 


their “ Injunctions for the Eve of Passover.” 

The last paragraph of these “ Injunctions” reads as follows: 

Service in synagogue on Seder nights may be so arranged as to end with 
the time of the termination of the Sabbath. 

Now, Sir, to put this “ Injanction” on a level with the searching for 
leaven and its removal, with the clearing and storing away of chamet:z 
utensils—the subjects dealt with in the foregoing paragraphs—is grossly 
misleading. It gives the impression as if starting the Festival Service 
before the termination of the Sabbath would be an equally accepted law 
and practice as the foreging rulings with regard to leaven. 

Asa matter of fact this innovation is contrary to all practice through. 
out the Diaspora, it is against the spirit and the letter of the law, and is 


’ wrought with far-reaching and dangerous consequences for the sanctity 


of the Sabbath. All the world over the evening service of a lestival 
following the Sabbath has never commenced before the termination of 
the Sabbath. And that with very good reason. The service on the eve 
ofa Festival marks the closing of the preceding day and the commence: 
ment of the following. 

Who authorised the London Beth Din to mark the end of the Sabbath 
half-an-hour or more before nightfall? The Sabbath is the supreme 
Festival, and nothing, not even the Day of Atonement, may shorten it 
by one single minute. 

The consequences are quite obvious. From the commencement of 
the Fustival service thus intruding into the Sabbath, the desecration of 
the latter is almost certain to follow both within and without the syna- 
gogue, on the assumption that now the Festival :having entered the laws 
of Yom ov prevail. 

I am prepared for the learned answer which will be given against me, 
showing my ignorance of the Talmud, wherein it is related that Rabbi 
Joshiah said his evening prayer before the Sabbath terminated. So he 
did. But, first of all, we are assured that it was done in the case of an 
emergency, not by any means fixing it as a regular practice for certain 
occasions. You will be told that the commencement of the Seder early 
enough for the little ones to participate is an emergency, too, which 
justifies the alteration of the practice of generations who, do not let us 
forget, also had children to consider. 

If it is merely to facilitate the early beginning of the Seder, why, Sir, 
do not the “ Ecclesiastical Authorities” instruct the congregations instead 
to dispense with the choir that one evening ? 

Secondly, in the ordinary evening prayer after the Sabbath which 
the aforementioned Rabbi Joshiah is reported to have said before night: 
fall there is not a single word which would be an untruth in the face of 
the Sabbath. Every sentence of it could indeed be recited as a Sabbath 
prayer, too, were it not that for various reasons the present form of 
Sabbath-Prayer was chosen. What the Chief Rabbinate proposes now is 
Something quite different. The community is invited to stand before the 
Almighty and to declare, while yet Sabbath, “Thou hast given us ‘his 
day of the Mazzoth Festival”—an untrue statement. For either the 
Beth Din is prepared to say that they have deliberately shortened the 
Sabbath, or else they mean to induce thousands of Jews to make a 
solemn but false declaration. If it is still Sabbath, the Festival has not 
yet arrived,

Cinnamon, | dessertspoonful, 
White of three egas 


BEAT the whites of the eggs stiff. Add the other ingredients and mix 
together. Roll into balls, and bake in a moderate oven from fifteen 
to twenty minutes. When cold, roll in icing sugar. 


Castor sugar, 3 oz. 
Ground almonds, 6 oz. 


Macaroons. 
Castor sugar, 7 oz. Whites of 3 eggs. 

MIX the almonds and sugar together. Slightly whip the whites of 
the eggs and mix all together. Wet the hands in cold water: roll the 
mixture into little balls, flatten, and place on a greased tin, and bake in 
a quick oven from ten to fifteen minutes. 


Ground almonds, 8 oz. 


Cocoanut Pyramids. 


Dessicated cocoanut, 4 Ib. Castor sugar, 5 oz. Two eegs. 


MIX the sugar and cocoanut together, and bind them thoroughly with 
the eggs. Wet the hands in cold water, and form the mixture into small 


pyramids. Place on a greased tin, and bake in 4 moderate oven from 
ten to fifteen minutes. 


Palestine Cakes. 


Ground almonds, 2 ozs. 
‘Two 


Butter, 4 oz 
Castor sugar, 4 oz. 
otato flour, 4 oz. 


BEAT the butter and sugar to a cream. Add the well-beaten eggs, 
and then stir in lightly the almonds and potato flour. Spread the 
mixture smoothly on a very well greased shallow tin, and bake in a quick 
oven from ten to fifteen minutes. While atill hot, cut into any shape 
required. 


* Sandwich Cake. 

Matza meal, 4 teacup. Castor sugar, 4 teacup. Four eggs 
SIEVE the matza meal. Separate the yolks and whites of the eggs. 
Beat up the yolks lightly; add the sugar ard then the matza meal; beat 
until quite light, then fold in the stifly-whipped whites of the eggs. 
Grease two sandwich tins, and sprinkle with castor sugar; pour half the 
mixture into each, and bake in a hot oven from ten to fifteen minutes 


When cold, spread one with lemon curd and place the other on top. 


Lemon Curd. 
‘ Bu ter, 2 oz. 
Castor sugar, 6 oz 


MELT the butter. Add the eggs (wel! beaten), the grated rind, and 
juice of the lemons, and the sugar. Simmer gently until the mixture 
thickens, keeping it well stirred all the time.

Jewesses as Court Favourites. 
From Rabbi Harris’ Gohen. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—I am very thankful to Miss Alice R. Henriques for having 
brawn my attention to an apparent omission from my article on the 
above subject, published in your esteemed journal a fortnight ago. Licr 
communication relates to a critical period in Jewish history, for hin, 
Henry LV. of Castile, who, according to Miss Henriques, married as his 
second wife Joanna Henriquez, was the brother of Queen laahbella w)io, 
together with her husband Ferdinand, played so important @ paré in tho 
Inquisition, and finaliy in the expulsion of the Jews from Spain in li... 

I venture to suggest that in the traditions of the Henriques famiiy ‘vo 
which your correspondent refers there is a confusion of historical facts. 
lt was not Henry LV. who married a Joanna Enriquez as his second wife, 
but his father, King John of Navarre, in 1447. ‘This confusion probably 
arose from the fact that the name of the second wife of Henry IV. was 
also Joanna. She was the Infanta Joanna, a sister of King Alfonso V. 

I6 is questionable whether Joanna Muriquez.was a Jdewess. Lier 
father was the famous Admiral of Castile, Don Badrique Enriquez, who 
claimed descent from the Royal House of Trastamara. 

Princess Joanna, of whom Miss Henriques writes, was.a daughter, 
not of Joanna Bariauez, but of the Infanta Joanna, wife of Henry IV. 
It was generally beiieved that her father was the handsome courtier, 
Beltran de la Cueva, and for this reason she was known. as “Joanna La 
Beltraneja.” Miss Henriques is correct in saying that this princess 
retired to a convent} at Coimbra in 1479. She did mot, however, take 
vows and remove herself from active court and political life of her own 
free will. She was compelled to do so by.the terms of the Treaty of 
Lisbon (1479). At times she would quit the cloister and: make her way 
to the palace, claiming her rights as “ Tho Queen.” 

Miss Henriques would furnish us with an exceedingly interesting 
fact if she could prove from her family records, or otherwise, that 
Admiral Enriquez was a Jew.

From Mr. tsadore Silverman. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


§1n,—It is very strange to me that a number of your correspondents 
should rai) against coreligionists attending services which they undex- 
stand. 

I have attended Mr. Henriques’ services since their inception, about 
three years ago, and I go for no other reason than that I like and enjoythem. 
I can read Hebrew, and understand it, but, lam sorry, but not ashamed, 
to say, I cannot converse init. And really, itis most dificult (in any 
other synagogue) to read from one’s Singer with one eye on the right 
hand page and the other on the English translation on the left ! 

What is there wrong in a service conducted partly in English? Is ig 
a sin to understand one’s prayers, so that they may come from the hearé 
instead of only from the lips? Is it sacrilege to attend a place of worship 
where decorum and an atmosphere of reverence do exist, instead of g 
ceaseless chattering, and where the Reader does not concentrate on 
exhibiting his operatic potentialities ? 

One of your recent correspondents admits that nothing is being done 
to educate our adolescents in Hebrew. Good!—or rather, bad. “If you 
know so little of Hebrew that you cannot understand or appreciate it, do 
not dare to go to those wicked assemblies where part of the prayers are 
recited in English!” Then he is afraid of the disastrous effect of the 
sermons preached at these services (two ministers attached to the United 
Synagogue have delivered sermons there, by the way). But surely he 
credits those for whom his letter was intended with sufficient intelligence 
to bring their own sense to bear upon what they hear? Does he “take 
in "—to use the jargon—everything he hears? The man who subscribes 
to every view has no views. 

“ East London requires orthodoxy, not reform.” continues this same 
correspondent. What about Judaism ? One can almost vision the day 
when our Deputies will be composed of delegates from three kinds of 
synagogues—Orthodox, Reform, and Jewish, 

And, as “ orthodox ” means “ right opinion,” is it not rather assertive 
to ascribe the word to oneself ?

‘To-day, in our opposition te Zionism, we are uejustly ag 
anti Semitic. Ou ir opposition is not inspired by avy hostility to tne 
Jews. it is due to the sheer injustice and utter folly of the Zionist 
policy in operation in Palestine. 

l have only spent three days here. In that timo I have ecen 
little. What little I have seen bas atrenthened and confirmed tae in 
my hostility to the system of Ziouiam.

The Elections. 


ARAB RIOT IN JERUSALEM. 


According to a Jewish Correspondence Bureau cab'e from Jerusal i, 
the elections for secoudary voters for tne Palestine Legi«lative Council 
were concluded on Wednesday of last werk. Altogether 246 secondary 
electors have been elected, of whom 84 are Jews, Duriog ibe week's 
extension, 74.additional electors have been elected, representing pv: arly 
15,000 additional votes, practically all of them Moslem and Christian. 
Altogether about 50,000 votes have been cast in the elections. Neary 
two-thirds of the electors bave not vored on account of the boycott 
proclaimed against the elections by the Palestine Arab Executive.

JEWISH IMMIGRATION IN THE LAND OF ISRAEL. 
House OF COMMONS.

Vir. ORMSBY-GOR® writes in reply: The monthly average of Jewish 
immigrants entering Palestine in 1922 was 654. The number for January, 
128, was 872. The total number of unemployed in Palestine during 
f. beuary, 1923, was 2.500. The returns do not indicate how many of the 
n employed were Jewish immigrants, but the High Commissioner will be 
asked whether this information can be given in future, I do dot think 
that any usefal purpose would be served by classifying unemployed 
Jewish tmmigrants as orthodox or otherwise- I am not aware of the 
statement made in the last part of this question, bat I hardly think any 
Jew would setect Palestine as a country bo which to migrate unless he 
bad some religious convictions, althcugh he may not be strictly orthodox. 


ZIONIST EXPENDITURE ON IMMIGRATION.

Over five hundred 
autemobiles were waiting,and members of the Bar Kochba Sporting Club 
were present, in uniforms of the Jewish nationalist colours, to keep order, 
When Dr. Weizmana leté the quay, surrounded by the members of the 
Reception Committee, the crowd went wild with enthusiasm. In the 
Jewish section of the city the streets were decorated with flags and bunt- 
ing,and tens of thousands of Jews who had been unable to-go to the pier 
awaited the passing of the procession. Dr. Weizmann was forced by the 
insistent demand of the crowd to say a few words as his first message to 
the Jews of America. He expressed the utmost confidence in the outcome 
of the campaign being launched by the Keren Hayesod, TheJewsof New 
York would set a magnificent example to the rest of the country in the 
2,000,000 dollar campaign which was now on foot.

Jewish laws and customs must be 
aught at the even after the boy has attained his or left 
nif school. It must be admitted that parental jurisdiction and a Jewish 
environment play a most prominent part in the upbringing of our 
younger generation, but, nevertheless, the D°""1N must alsc helpto promote 
this ideal. 

In my daily routine, I frequently come in contact with young boys 
and girls who, after leaving their schools, through lack of opportunity and 
neentive to augment the knowledge acquired during their school years, 
mntirely neglect and forget the little they possess on leaving school, and 
sonsequently drift further and further away from Judaism. It followg, 
iherefore, tbat the only remedy is to supply this opportunity and incentive, 
10 necessary for the preservation of the rudimental knowledge acquired 
it school, in the form of Continuation and Advanced Religion Classes in 
ill provincial towns, and it is the undoubted duty of every Jew to whom 
wrthodoxy is dear to strive his utmost to secure these essential adjuncts 
© our present educational system.
